Major Risk 
Health 
Insurance 
To Begin

SACRAMENTO — Major 
risk medical insurance, which 
was passed in 1989, is about 
to go into effect. 

The measure sets up 
health insurance coverage for 
high-risk people, those who 
have been turned down by 
other insurance companies 
and people who are unable to 
buy insurance coverage else¬ 
where. 

Under the ruling each in¬ 
sured person is required to 
pay the first $500 in medical 
bills after which the insurance 
coverage activates. The in¬ 
sured person can pay up to a 
ceiling of $2,000 in one year 
after which 100 percent cover¬ 
age goes into effect. 

However, for families the 
same $500 deductible and a 
$3,000 cap on expenditures is 
in effect and is cumulative to 
the family unit rather than to 
the individual members. So 
the $500 deductible is paid 

«nly once regardless of how 
many family members get 
sick and the same applies to 
the $3,000 cap. 

Coverage should start on 
Jan. 15. 

Contracts have already 
been signed with Blue Cross 
and contracts with Pacific 
Mutual and Kaiser are pend¬ 
ing. Thousands are already on 
the waiting list. 

People in the high-risk in¬ 
surance category should apply 
immediately for coverage.

Assembly Bill 60 was 
loosely written in order to al¬ 
low a five-member board that 
was set up to implement the 
program, known as “MR. 
MIB” for Major Risk Medical 
Insurance Board, broad pow¬ 
ers to solve problems. 

Since the board’s first 
meeting Stan Long, 36, a Los 
Angeles design consultant 
who is HIV positive and a 
member of ACT UP, has at-

One of the measures of the 
success of the lesbian/gay 
rights movement might well 
be the degree to which les¬ 
bians and gay men can be 
open about their sexual orien¬ 
tation at the one place many 
of us are most vulnerable — 
the workplace. 

And by that measure, at 
least in the Bay Area, the gay 
rights movement is making 
major, and little noticed, in¬ 
roads in its fight for equal 
treatment in the world we 
live in. 

From the oldest and 
largest gay corporate employ¬ 
ee group at the Cupertino- 
based Hewlett-Packard Corp., 
to sophisticated AIDS educa¬ 
tion programs for employees 
like that at the San Francisco 
offices of Chevron Corp., to a 
thriving independent lesbian 
and gay businesse establish¬ 
ment itself, the Bay Area is 
probably the most progres¬ 
sive and most positive corpo¬ 
rate environment for lesbians 
and gay men in this country. 

Whether you’re a lesbian 
working as a media 
spokeswoman at Levi 
Strauss, a computer program¬ 
mer at Apple Computer in 


Silicon Valley, or a security 
guard at Pacific Gas 8b Elec¬ 
tric, the 9-to-5 work-a-day 
world of lesbians and gays 
here as perhaps nowhere else 
in corporate America is rich 
in opportunities. 

That, of course, was not al¬ 
ways the case. In 1975 the 
now-defunct Gay Law Stu¬ 
dents Association filed an em¬ 
ployment discrimination suit 
against Pacific Telephone 8b 
Telegraph that ultimately re¬ 
sulted in a landmark Califor¬ 
nia Supreme Court ruling 
that being openly lesbian or 
gay was an integral part of 
the lesbian/gay rights move¬ 
ment and was therefore pro¬ 
tected as political activity. 

The suit was ultimately 
settled for a whopping $3.2 
million, the largest single 
monetary award in a 
lesbian/gay rights case in his¬ 
tory. 

Corporate San Francisco 

The break-up of the Bell 
Telephone system into inde¬ 
pendent, smaller companies 
isn’t the only thing that’s 
changed in the past 15 years 
at Pacific Bell. The recently 
issued Yellow Pages in Cali¬ 
fornia and Nevada includes a

The refusal of the San 
Francisco Health Commission 
to release funds allocated for 
AIDS and chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome has been denounced 
by seven members of the 
Board of Supervisors. 

“I am stunned to learn the 
commission voted not to release 
the reserve funds allocated 
by the Board of Supervisors 
for chronic fatigue syndrome 
and HIV early intervention,” 
Supervisor Angela Alioto 
said. 

Her letter was signed by 
six other supervisors includ¬ 
ing Harry Britt, Richard 
Hongisto, Nancy Walker, Doris 
Ward and Thomas Hsieh. 
Supervisors-elect Roberta 
Achtenberg, Carole Migden 
and Kevin Shelley also signed 
the letter of inquiry. 

The commission cancelled 
a $20,000 appropriation for 
chronic fatigue syndrome and 
postponed the release of more 
than $2.35 million for an HIV 
early intervention center. 

Alioto told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she was also 
“outraged” by Health Com¬ 
missioner Richard Sanchez’s 
public comments that the 
funds were for the board’s 
“pet projects” and that he 
hoped that the board “learned 
a lesson from this.” 

“If you were dying of 
AIDS and someone called 
your illness a ‘pet project,’ 
you’d be angry. I think it’s in¬ 
credible that a health commis¬ 
sioner would call these health 
crises ‘pet projects’,” Alioto 
said. 

According to Alioto, the 
function of the commission is 
to implement programs based 
on board policy. 

“It’s not the commission’s 
job to overturn a budget deci¬ 
sion voted on by the supervi¬ 
sors and approved by the

mayor,” she said. 

According to Alioto, un¬ 
less the commission reverses 
it’s action, the board will take 
away the funds necessary to 
run the commission for the 
next fiscal year. The funds 
amount to a little more than 
$ 120 , 000 . 

According to Sanchez, the 
board will win the dispute, 
but the commission’s action 
was one of “principle.” 

He said that although the 
board sets policy it is going 
beyond “it’s legislative func¬ 
tion” in telling the commis¬ 
sion what specific services to 
fund. 

“I don’t want to get into a 
fight with the board. We’re 
not trying to teach them a les¬ 
son. There sire no winners or 
losers in this. It’s not worth a 
big controversy with the 
board,” Sanchez said. 

He pointed out that the 
funds for HIV early interven¬ 
tion were not cancelled, just 
postponed. 

“I don’t think there’s any 
commission in the city that’s 
done more to fund efforts to 
fight the epidemic,” Sanchez 
said. “I resent Alioto’s accusa¬ 
tion that we’re not sensitive 
to the AIDS efforts.” 

“It is outrageous,” Rick Ru- 
volo, legislative aide to Britt, 
said. “They don’t seem to un¬ 
derstand their role in city 
government. The Health 
Commission is clearly not au¬ 
thorized to decide the budget 
for the City and County of 
San Francisco,” he said. 

According to Ruvolo, the 
budget process for the fiscal 
year “was painful and difficult 
for the supervisors and made 
only after lengthy considera¬ 
tion.” 

“The decisions to fund an 
early intervention center and 
to support work on (chronic 
fatigue) were made by a unan-

AIDS Drugs Chief at FDA 
Quits, Citing Fatigue

Ellen Cooper has left her 
post as chief of the Food and 
Drug Administration’s antivi¬ 
ral drug unit, citing fatigue, 
and requested a transfer to a 
different position. 

Cooper’s decision to leave 
office comes at a time when a 
national campaign is acceler¬ 
ating to obtain quick approval 
of two new drugs aimed at 
AIDS and its reputed cause, 
human immunodeficiency 
virus. 

Representatives of ACT 
UP, Project Inform, Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS and other 
local and national groups 
have been highly successful in 
upping the pressure on hesi¬ 
tant doctors and officials 
whose support they need to 
achieve their goal. 

Cooper had stirred up the 
AIDS treatment movement’s 


ire in the past two weeks be¬ 
cause of a letter she is said to 
have written to two drug 
companies, Hoffman LaRoche 
and Bristol-Myers. 

LaRoche is the maker of 
ddC and Bristol-Myers of ddl, 
the two drugs that activists 
hope will soon join AZT as 
officially accepted AIDS med¬ 
ications. 

Although Cooper’s letter 
has not been made public, it 
is supposed to have told the 
two companies that their 
drugs would be approved 
only if they could be shown 
to be superior to AZT. 

Such a requirement would 
greatly increase the amount 
of data that LaRoche and 
Bristol-Myers would have to 
collect for their new drug ap¬ 
plications, retarding the ap¬ 
proval process by many 
months. 

Treatment advocates also 


complain that this restriction 
is unfair because many peo¬ 
ple are never able to tolerate 
AZT and the rest develop dis¬ 
abling side effects after a year 
or two on the drug. 

Also, Cooper’s reputed po¬ 
sition would not take into ac¬ 
count the value of combina¬ 
tion therapies involving ad¬ 
ministering more than one of 
the antivirals at the same 
time. In preliminary tests, 
combinations are proving 
more effective than any drug 
taken alone. 

The Cooper letter was im¬ 
plicitly attacked in a series of 
news conferences held around 
the country on Dec. 19 to 
publicize the drug approval 
campaign. 

In San Francisco, Project 
Inform’s Martin Delaney 
warned, “If the FDA’s status 
quo view prevails, there may

Sexually Transmitted Diseases 
Reach Epidemic Levels in U.S.

WASHINGTON - At 
least 250 million sexually 
transmitted infections occur 
worldwide annually and the 
growing epidemic is creating 
“a public health nightmare,” 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion has reported. 

Young adults account for 
the largest share of the 250 
million infections, with the 
highest incidence reported 
among people of ages 20 
through 24, WHO said. 

“Sexually transmitted in¬ 
fections and diseases have 
reached epidemic proportions 
globally. And if sexual behav¬ 
ior is not modified and effec¬ 
tive new prevention and con¬ 
trol programs are not imple¬ 
mented immediately, the re¬ 
sulting disease and mortality 
rates will be even more stag¬ 
gering,” WHO Director Gen¬ 
eral Dr. Hiroshi Nakajima 
warned. 

WHO emphasized that dis¬ 
eases spread by sex are not 
harmless and can cause seri¬ 
ous health problems, such as 


sterility, blindness, brain dam¬ 
age, cancer and even death. 

In addition, there is evi¬ 
dence the sores and inflam¬ 
mation caused by sexually 
transmitted infections boosts 
the risk of contracting the 
deadly AIDS virus during 
sex. 

Trichomoniasis, a parasitic 
infection, is the most common 
sexually transmitted infection 
— making up about 120 mil¬ 
lion of the 250 million new 
cases that occur each year. 

About 50 million cases 
stem from chlamydia, a bacte¬ 
rial infection that can cause 
infertility. In some inner city 
areas of the United States, 10 
percent to 30 percent of sexu¬ 
ally active teenage girls have 
the infection. 

Genital warts account for 
about 30 million cases; gonor¬ 
rhea, about 25 million; genital 
herpes, 20 million; syphilis, 
3.5 million; hepatitis B, 2.5 
million; chancroid, 2 million, 
and the AIDS-causing human 
immunodeficiency virus, 1 
million. 

“In many countries, sexual¬ 


ly transmitted infections have 
become a public health night-, 
mare,” Nakajima said in a 
statement. 

Dr. Andre Meheus, head of 
WHO’s sexually transmitted 
disease program, noted that 
the infection rate in industrial 
countries is rising faster than 
those reported in the 1960s 
and 1970s. 

In many Third World na¬ 
tions recent migration to 
cities often leads to new sex¬ 
ual habits that increase the 
risk of such infections, he 
said. 

“Sexually transmitted in¬ 
fections are not under control 
either in the developed or the 
developing world,” Meheus 
said. 

In addition to people fail¬ 
ing to take protective mea¬ 
sures like using condoms dur¬ 
ing sex, WHO said the inci¬ 
dence of some sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases appears to be 
increasing due to develop¬ 
ment of microbe strains that 
are resistant to antibiotic 
drugs. ▼

Judge Again Rules 
Mashore No Resident

The judge who earlier this 
year ruled that Lloyd 
Mashore was ineligible to run 
for a Concord City Council 
seat in November 1989 has 
again ruled that the funda¬ 
mentalist minister is not a le¬ 
gal resident of the East Bay 
city. 

Contra Costa Superior 
Court Judge Jay Pfotenhauer 
ruled Dec. 21 that Mashore’s 
earlier testimony that he had 
tried to establish legal resi¬ 
dency in Concord “lacked 
credibility.” 

Last year Mashore, a fun¬ 
damentalist minister, traded 
residences with one of his 
sons, changed his voter regis¬ 
tration to Concord and ran 
successfully for the council 
seat based on his opposition 
to the city’s AIDS anti-dis¬ 
crimination ordinance and 
gay rights. 

Two Concord residents 
challenged his residency qual¬ 


ifications in court, and when 
Mashore lost that case he 
went to the Court of Appeal, 
which last month overturned 
Pfotenhauer’s original ruling 
and remanded the case back 
to Superior Court for review. 

Pfotenhauer, however, con¬ 
cluded in his second review 
that “there is no direct and 
unequivocal testimony ... that 
defendant intended to relin¬ 
quish his Clayton domicile for 
a new domicile at the apart¬ 
ment in Concord.” 

With three hearings in the 
case, the newest ruling leaves 
Mashore’s status on the Con¬ 
cord City Council as uncer¬ 
tain as it has been since the 
suit was first filed, however. 

Concord City Attorney 
Ken Scheidig said Pfoten¬ 
hauer’s second ruling against 
Mashore had not changed his 
mind about Mashore’s right to 
remain on the council as long 
has his appeals process is go¬ 
ing on. 

But Danny DeMiglio, one

of the people who brought 
suit to unseat the conservative 
minister, said, “He doesn’t de¬ 
serve to be there. He was ille¬ 
gally elected and he should 
step down.” 

DeMiglio also said that if 
the city ignored Pfoten¬ 
hauer’s second ruling against 
Mashore, all City Council de¬ 
cisions that Mashore partici¬ 
pates in could be subject to 
future lawsuits as well. 

Mashore was unavailable 
for comment on the most re¬ 
cent ruling. ▼ 


Oct 6 Confrontation 

Amended Charges 
Annoy Gay Activists

Queer Nation activists are 
unhappy with the amended 
charges filed against San 
Francisco Police Department 
Capt. Richard Cairns arising 
from the Oct. 6, 1989, police 
riot in the Castro. 

Two separate charges of 
“engaging in conduct which 
subverts the good order, effi¬ 
ciency or discipline of the de¬ 
partment or which reflects 
discredit upon the depart¬ 
ment” and “failure to report 
the use of force” were added 
to existing complaints against 
Cairns for his actions in the 
incident. 

Police Chief Willis Casey 
added the charges on Dec. 12. 

“We demand that the Po¬ 
lice Commission order the de¬ 
partment to rewrite these 
charges so they accurately re¬ 
flect what Cairns is being 
charged with,” said veteran 
gay activist and Police Com¬ 
mission watchdog Brian 


Bringardner. 

He said that the discipline 
for conduct reflecting discred¬ 
it is not as severe as the use 
of unnecessary force and that 
Cairns was charged with con¬ 
duct reflecting because he 
used unnecessary force. 

“They should call it for 
what it is and not use a eu¬ 
phemism,” Bringardner said. 

“This is tantamount to re¬ 
ducing criminal felony 
charges to misdemeanors,” a 
statement issued by the 
Queer Nation police miscon¬ 
duct focus group said. 

Cairns is accused of strik¬ 
ing complainant J.D. Taylor 
with a 26-inch wooden baton 
as he passed her while going 
to the aid of an officer who 
was pursuing a suspect in a 
crowd. 

The Police Department al¬ 
leges that immediately after 
Cairns struck Taylor, he 
struck complainant Eric 
Wilcox in the mouth with the

2 Vying for Top Spot 
In Harvey Milk Club

Amid widespread specu¬ 
lation that a mystery candi¬ 
date would surface for the 
post, incumbent Bob Dock- 
endorff and lesbian activist 
Jean Harris have both an¬ 
nounced they will seek the 
post of president of the Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club. 

The club, originally the 
San Francisco Democratic 
Club, was organized in the 
early 1970s by gay and les¬ 
bian activists who split from 
the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club. 

Following the assassina¬ 
tion of Harvey Milk, one the 
club’s founders, the club was 
renamed in his honor. 

“I haven’t finished every¬ 
thing that I’ve wanted to in 
the last year,” Dockendorff 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“The primary goal, though, is 
to see Art Agnos re-elected.” 

Dockendorff said that the 
gay and lesbian community 
“did really well” in the last 
election and that he believes 
there is an “awakening of a 
progressive coalition involv¬ 
ing a lot of local Democratic 
clubs.” 

On Dockendorff’s local 
agenda is a “look at vacancy 
control and a hard look at the 
appointments made by the 
Board of Supervisors.” 

There are more than 300 
such positions filled each 


year. 

Also high on Dock¬ 
endorff’s agenda is a “close 
look at paid election slate 
cards and what they do to the 
grass-roots political climate.” 

On a state level, Dock¬ 
endorff said that the signing 
and passage of AB 101, the 
gay rights bill, and passage 
and signing of a state family 
leave bill that includes domes¬ 
tic partners were also priori¬ 
ties. 

Harris said that she hadn’t 
planned to run against Dock¬ 
endorff, but “was drafted by 
my community.” 

“I’ve constantly been 
asked to take on the leader¬ 
ship of Harvey Milk,” she 
said. “I’m running because I 
think it’s clear that the lead¬ 
ership of Harvey Milk needs 
to get out in the streets in a 
visible way. I want to bring in 
members who have left, and 
bring to the club the new gen¬ 
eration of young lesbians and 
gay people.” 

According to Harris, it is 
the membership of the les¬ 
bian and gay rights subcom¬ 
mittee of the club that is re¬ 
sponsible for the successful 
fight to get the school district 
to have a part-time gay sup¬ 
port staff for lesbian and gay 
students. 

She also points out that 
the organizing and street 
work, including the registra¬ 
tion of 12,000 new voters, 
was done through that sub¬ 
committee.

same baton. 

Cairns was charged with 
“unnecessary force” in both 
incidents. He was also 
charged with failing to report 
that he used force in connec¬ 
tion with his duties in the 
demonstration as required by 
police regulations. 

The amended charges of 
“engaging in conduct which 
subverts the good order, effi¬ 
ciency or discipline of the de¬ 
partment or which reflects 
discredit on the department” 
are violations of Rule A-9 of 
the department’s General Or¬ 
der D-l. 

The amended charges are 
for using unnecessary force in 
striking complainant Bryndis 
Tobin on the back of the 
hand without provocation and 
using unnecessary force and 
improper baton technique in 
striking complainant Patrick 
Michael Barnette on the fore¬ 
head with his baton and caus¬ 
ing a laceration and injury. 

Casey also charged Cairns 
with failing to report the use 
of force on Barnette and To¬ 
bin. 

According to the statement 
issued by Queer Nation, com¬ 
plaints of unwarranted action 
against Cairns in the Tobin 
incident and failure to cooper¬ 
ate with an investigation by 
the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints were sustained by the 
OCC but were missing from 
the complaint. 

An OCC sustained com¬ 
plaint of unnecessary force 
for striking Taylor a second 
time is also missing from the 
specifications, even though 
Bringardner says that the inci¬ 
dent is clearly visible on

videotapes of the incident. 

A third complaint of un¬ 
warranted action against 
Cairns for arresting Tobin 
without cause is also missing 
from the specifications. 

The deficiencies in the 
amended complaint were dis¬ 
cussed at the Dec. 19 Police 
Commission meeting. 

After OCC Director 
Michael Langer seconded the 
concerns of Queer Nation, 
Commissioner John Keker or¬ 
dered the OCC and the de¬ 
partment to meet and agree 
on corrections to the com¬ 
plaint. 

The issue will be heard 
Jan. 9 when hearings on the 
charges will be scheduled. 

The entire commission 
will hear the charges against 
Cairns. 

Cairns could face termina¬ 
tion from the department if 
the charges are upheld by the 
commission. He also faces 
possible civil penalties in suits 
filed by complainants. ▼

Police 
Response 
Time 
At Issue

Queer Nation activists 
have been successful in voic¬ 
ing their concerns about how 
police respond to anti-gay vi¬ 
olence across the city. 

Earlier this month Police 
Chief Willis Casey told Alice 
B. Toklas Club members he 
was aware of concerns about 
police response to a brutal 
beating of lesbians at Club Q 
on Divisadero. 

Activists had been critical 
of the police response time 
outside the club on Dec. 2 
where police were accused of 
responding slowly and with a 
minimum number of officers. 

At the same time, police 
public affairs officers have 
been quick to point up errors 
in reporting on how police re¬ 
spond. Following a report in 
the Bay Area Reporter re¬ 
garding Club Q, police 
checked records for response 
time and challenged claims 
that police took more than 30 
minutes to respond. Police said 
their own audio tapes showed 
that police had been dispatch¬ 
ed to the scene only four 
minutes after the first call was 
received by 911.

could verify that police did 
not actually arrive for at least 
18 minutes. 

“The fact is it seems that 
unless it is a white person 
calling from the better part of 
the city, the response will be 
slow and that has to change,” 
charges Queer Nation mem¬ 
ber Jim Locatelli. 

He said police “don’t re¬ 
spond quickly to anything 
that has to do with minorities, 
whether queers, African- 
Americans or Asians in other 
parts of the city.” 

As an example, he points 
to a Queer Nation kiss-in 


demonstration conducted in 
the Pacific Heights area. 

“Two people were thrown 
out of a bar and there were 
cops all over,” he said. “It 
was like a blockade. Police 
were there immediately be¬ 
cause it was a bar owner in 
Pacific Heights that called 
and not a dyke calling from 
Divisadero.” 

Queer Nation activists who 
protested at Park Station ear¬ 
lier this month also observed 
that there were more than 20 
police officers on hand to con¬ 
trol 50 protesters. 

Sally de Haven, a police of¬ 
ficer at Mission Station, said 
the number of police as¬ 
signed was based on the an¬ 
ticipation of many more 
protesters. ▼

Stephen Richard Legrow, 
a Vietnam-era veteran who 
served in the armed forces 
from 1964-1966, died of AIDS- 
related causes at San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital on Nov. 
3, 1990. 

Legrow died of acute my¬ 
ocardial infarction one year 
after being diagnosed with 
toxoplasmosis of the brain. 

Although he spent the last 
three days of his life in an in¬ 
tensive care unit, Legrow had 
been homeless before he was 
admitted to the hospital. 

Donald Okerlund, 60, also 
a veteran, died of pneumocys- 
tis carini pneumonia in a local 
hospital on July 14. Prior to 
his hospitalization, Okerlund 
was homeless. 

Legrow and Okerlund are 
two of the 13 people with 
HIV disease who number 
among the 113 confirmed 
homeless deaths in San Fran¬ 
cisco between Dec. 1, 1989 
and Nov. 30, 1990, according 
to the annual Tenderloin 
Times survey of coroner’s 
and mortuary records. 

The report issued last 
week indicates a dramatic 
rise in the number of deaths 
attributed to AIDS-related 
causes among the homeless. 

In 1989 AIDS was listed as 
the cause of death of three 
homeless people. 

According to the 1990 re¬ 
port, AIDS is listed as the 
cause of death of 10 home¬ 
less people during the year. 
An additional three people 
who had HIV infection died 
of causes unrelated to their 
illness. 

Only three of the AIDS 
deaths were reported in coro¬ 
ner’s records. The remainder 
came from Department of 
Health records and were cas¬ 
es in which the individual was; 
homeless prior to dying in a 
hospice or hospital. 

The annual survey notes 
that homeless people with 
AIDS may not be counted 
among the homeless because 
many do not spend their last 
days on the street or in home¬ 
less shelters. 

Some experts, according to 
the Times report, believe 
the figures may be higher be¬ 


cause the coroner does not 
regularly test for HIV status 
during autopsy. 

The survey is the sixth an¬ 
nual investigation of homeless 
deaths by the Tenderloin 
Times, a non-profit newspa¬ 
per published by Central City 
Hospitality House, a 22-year- 
old Tenderloin multi-service 
agency. 

According to the report, al¬ 
cohol and drug abuse were 
leading causes of death (43 
percent) among the 17 women 
and 96 men who died on San 
Francisco’s streets last year; 
11 percent of the known caus¬ 
es of death was heart disease; 
the average age of death 
among the homeless was 40; 
34 percent died between 
the ages of 30-39; 55 percent 
of the deaths died between 
the ages of 30-49; the oldest 
death reported was 74 years; 
the youngest death reported 
was 18 years; 82 of the deaths 
were found in a search of 
coroner’s records, 22 from the 
records of Pacific Internment 
Service, which disposes of the 
remains of homeless and indi¬ 
gent dead under a city con¬ 
tract. Nine came from inter¬ 
views with shelter personnel. 

According to the Times 
report, cuts in local shelter 
programs and the loss of 
more than 600 temporary 
shelter beds since the 1989 
earthquake have only been 
partially offset by the addi¬ 
tion of 310 beds at two shel¬ 
ters operated by the city. 

A survey of shelters by In¬ 
dependent Housing Services 
found that homeless people 
seeking shelter were turned 
away more than 5,000 times 
from July 1 through Oct. 31. 

A memorial service for the 
homeless dead was held in 
United Nations Plaza on Dec. 
17, the same day the annual 
report was released. 

San Francisco’s homeless 
population is conservatively 
estimated at about 6,500. 

Experts believe that be¬ 
tween 10 percent and 13 per¬ 
cent have ARC or AIDS. ▼ 

Bay Area Reporter con¬ 
tributor Dennis Conkin re¬ 
ported the first homeless 
death story for the Tender¬ 
loin Times in 1985.

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Successes and Goals 

A s 1990 ends we count our successes, shake off 
our disappointments and turn our thoughts to¬ 
ward what we hope to accomplish in the new 
year. 

1990 was a memorable political year in San Francis¬ 
co. We elected Carole Migden and Roberta Achtenberg 
to the Board of Supervisors, giving us, with incumbent 
Harry Britt, an unprecedented three members on the 
city’s governing body. 

We elected Tom Ammiano to the School Board, 
turning out at the polls in sufficient numbers to make 
him the top vote-getter in that race. 

And we finally saw a somewhat watered down but 
symbolically important domestic partners measure 
passed. 

These victories signal to conservatives around the 
nation that gays and lesbians can influence and win 
elections. 

We begrudgingly accept the defeat of Harvey Gantt 
and re-election of Congress’ most rabid member, Jesse 
Helms, but proudly boast that two openly gay U.S. rep¬ 
resentatives, Gerry Studds and Barney Frank, were re¬ 
elected. 

Perhaps the most significant national victory for all 
gays and lesbians in 1990 was the repeal of Immigration 
and Naturalization Service restrictions, which brought 
an end to border-crossing discrimination against homo¬ 
sexual or HIV-positive foreigners. 

1990 also saw the passage of the Hate Crime Statis¬ 
tics Act, which puts the U.S. government in the position 
of acknowledging that people are attacked, beaten, 
maimed and killed just because of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Similar measures were also passed in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and in several cities. 

In California, homosexual rights advanced with Sec¬ 
retary of State March Fong Eu’s announcement that 
gay and lesbian couples can register with the state as 
family units. 

In the most bittersweet victory of 1990, we saw a 
major increase in funding for AIDS research and treat¬ 
ment in the passage of the Ryan White Comprehensive 
AIDS Resource Emergency Act, only to see the funds 
gutted in last minute budget cutbacks. 

Other victories included the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
ordering that U.S. Army Sgt. Perry Watkins be re-en¬ 
listed, the first time the high court ever acted in favor 


of an openly homosexual soldier; a U.S. Court of Ap¬ 
peals ruling that the Defense Department had no 
grounds to question former Navy midshipman Joseph 
Steffan’s sexual orientation; and a Los Angeles Supe¬ 
rior Court judge’s ruling that Timothy Curran can pro¬ 
ceed with a non-discrimination lawsuit against the Boy 
Scouts Council for refusing to allow him troop leader 
status because he is gay. 

Sodomy-prohibition laws were overturned or weak¬ 
ened in Michigan, Kentucky and Texas. 

As for 1991, we must keep pushing for what would 
be the greatest accomplishment of the century — a pro¬ 
phylaxis and/or cure for AIDS. 

And we must keep demanding at every level — local, 
state and federal — that gays and lesbians be given ab¬ 
solutely every equal consideration and treatment under 
the law, including protection against discrimination in 
employment and housing. 

Laws making consensual sex between adults of the 
same sex illegal must be repealed, even if it takes the federal 
government forcing the states’ hands through the “do it 
or we’ll cut off your federal highway funds” blackmail¬ 
ing scheme, which has worked so successfully with the 
21-year-old drinking age and 55-mph speed limit. 

Same-sex relationships must be given equal status 
under the law, including the extension of income tax 
benefits to same-sex couples. 

Finally, given the discrimination, ridicule, resistance 
and hatred we face everyday in this world, we haven’t 
become complacent, passive and accepting of our less- 
than-second-class status. We’re thankful for groups such 
as ACT UP and Queer Nation whose members are 
keeping the activist spirit alive, standing on the front¬ 
line in our uphill fight for equality. ▼ 

Wilson At It Again 

G ov.-elect Pete Wilson is already starting to show 
signs of conflict with the gay community. Fol¬ 
lowing his announcement in October, while he 
was still a candidate, that he agreed with Gov. 
George Deukmejian’s decision to remove the Rainbow 
Flag from the State Capitol on National Coming Out 
Day comes word that the homophobic entertainer Gal¬ 
lagher has been invited and will appear at Wilson’s in¬ 
augural gala in January.

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Don't Let AIDS Divide Us 


A s chairperson of the board of directors of the AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation I have thought a gjeat deal about 
a controversy regarding lesbians working in AIDS that has 
been reported in the news. I have assumed that the crit¬ 
icism of such women includes me and would like to make a state¬ 
ment about this. 

My background in the lesbian and gay community goes back 
to 1971.1 was one of the first 10 women to start support groups 
for lesbians at what was then the Gay Community Services Center. 
I also was one of the strikers at GCSC in 1975, protesting misap¬ 
propriation of funds and neglect of women’s programs there. I was 
involved in the beginning of the Women’s Building, NOW, and 
ERA campaigns in Los Angeles. I consider myself a lesbian 
feminist and I feel that AIDS is a woman’s issue. 

My professional background is as a research assistant, working 
in AIDS research at USC and as a health-care provider to PWAs 
at L.A. County-USC Hospital’s 5P21 AIDS Clinic. When AIDS was 
first being recognized as a new disease affecting mostly gay men 
in the early ’80s, none of us knew how this virus was transmitted. 
Yet, we worked with these patients, possibly exposing ourselves. 
Most people wouldn’t touch an AIDS patient, because they were 
gay, not because of the virus, but because of their sexuality. They 
•were shunned, disowned and blamed for their illness. 

When we discovered AIDS was a blood-born disease, transmit¬ 
ted by blood and sexual contact, we in the medical field realized 
anyone could get AIDS. 

When I volunteered at APLA on the hotline, in 1985,1 got a lot 
of calls from bisexual men asking if they could expose their wives 
and children. I reported this to APLA to get them to realize that 
AIDS was infecting women and we needed to educate our volun¬ 
teers. But, at that time, I reported to deaf ears. 

Now, I’m hearing that lesbians are mad at other lesbians for car¬ 
ing for men with AIDS, giving their time, energy and money to 
men and not women. I feel this anger misses the point. 


Unfortunately, my predictions to APLA were right. AIDS 
started infecting women in Los Angeles and now, almost 10 years 
later, we are starting to see the effects of this. The Los Angeles 
Times , not long ago, reported an approximate increase of 29 per¬ 
cent of new AIDS cases in women in the United States. And, in 
Africa, AIDS has always been a heterosexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease, killing men, women and their children. 

AIDS is a virus that can infect anyone. But it can especially in¬ 
fect those who are ignorant about how they can be exposed. 
Speaking as a woman, AIDS is a woman’s issue. It has always been. 
Speaking as a lesbian, AIDS is an issue of homophobia and always 
has been. Speaking as a human being, AIDS is an issue of sex¬ 
ism, racism and classism and always has been. 

Please let us use this hateful energy we spew at each other and 
target it at the real enemies: the “moral” right wing, our govern¬ 
ment and homophobia. I love my community, I love my sisters and 
I won’t apologize for loving my brothers. 

My gay men friends have always stood with me in support of 
women’s issues. I will not desert them in this time of crisis nor 
will I desert the HIV-infected women and children who need the 
help, love and support that anyone facing this terrible disease 
needs. Let us not be fooled into separatism for it weakens our abili¬ 
ty to fight for our health care rights for all people. 

We can all be leaders in a movement toward compassion and 
decent treatment. AIDS is costing this country billions of dollars 
in medical care. Our insurance coverage has decreased as our 
payments for this same coverage has increased. We need univer¬ 
sal access to health care in this country so all of us can get the treat¬ 
ment we need whether it be for OB/GYN care, cancer or AIDS. 
Let us be part of the bigger picture. For, as far as I’m concerned, 
it’s about saving all of our lives.

Drop the Word ‘Queer’ 

★ I must be getting old. I’m finding myself 
becoming increasingly uncomfortable with the 
word “queer” coming into greater and greater 
usage among gay and lesbian people — especially 
among those under 30 years of age. 

I seriously wonder if the “Queer Nationals” did 
any serious research on the word before they 
began to use it publicly. The Random House Dic¬ 
tionary of the English Language definition of the 
word “queer” is: “(1) strange or odd from a con¬ 
ventional viewpoint; unusually different; 
singular: a queer notion of justice. (2) of a ques¬ 
tionable nature or character; suspicious; shady: 
something queer about the language of the pro¬ 
spectus kept investors away. (3) not feeling 
physically right or well; giddy, faint or qualmish: 
to feel queer. (4) mentally unbalanced or derang¬ 
ed. (5) slang homosexual. (6) slang bad, worthless 
or counterfeit. (7) verb: to spoil, ruin; to put a per¬ 
son in a hopeless or disadvantageous situation; 
to jeopardize. (8) counterfeit money. (9) freakish, 
eccentric, weird; oblique, cross, adverse.” 

Now that you know what the word “queer” ac¬ 
tually means, would you do me a favor and not 
use it anymore? I HATE the word! 

Gay people are indeed unconventional (no mat¬ 
ter what the assimilationists say) and are indeed 
“unusually different” from straight people. Many 
of us are indeed eccentric characters. Too many 
of us really don’t feel physically right, as AIDS 
takes its deadly toll. But still, others among us 
(myself included) do get giddy (especially during 
happy occasions). 

But we are not bad, worthless or counterfeit. 
We are not mentally unbalanced or deranged. 
Our nature is not questionable and we should not 
be held in suspicion. The only thing we jeopar¬ 
dize is straight people’s stereotypes of us and 
their feeling of heterosexual superiority. 

That is why we took the word “gay” a genera¬ 
tion ago, and it deeply angers me that the new 
generation of gay people has chosen to use a word 
that is negative and derogatory to describe 
themselves — not only to each other but also to 


the public at large. 

In my 38-year lifetime, I’ve been called every 
Afrophobic and homophobic epithet under the 
sun. “Queer” will always be a fighting word in 
my vocabulary, as worthy of a punch in the mouth 
as “nigger.” I remain proudly “gay” — not “queer.”

Does Mr. Hawk want regimentation? Does he 
want nice flowers, clean windows, no vomit, no 
derelict people, no beggars or threatening bums? 
If so, he should find some nice town in the Sierra 
Foothills and relocate his business soon. 

I am proud of the Castro. As far as urine smells, 
this is democracy in action. Urine spraying, one 
of the privileges of the Golden Shower Queens 
in private, is now public domain — free for all. 
Even scatology is no longer limited and is avail¬ 
able as the low-cost spread. 

What is your complaint, sir? This is nature in 
action — free for all. You should be ashamed of 
yourself for trying to buck nature. Relax, lay 
back, go with the flow and ride with the tide. Con¬ 
sider going on welfare — don’t pay your taxes. 
A friendly doctor can help you with SSI, then you 
can have more free time to perpetuate the sleaze 
and dirtiness.

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The 'Zero-Cum' Decade

In the 1960s it was “free 
love” for everyone, giving rise 
(in more ways than one) to 
what was to become Ameri¬ 
ca’s ill-fated-sexual revolution. 
Then the 70s with its “me 
generation” mentality brought 
the era of zipless, anonymous 
sex. The ’80s, of course, 
brought us the age of safe 

ex. 

With the ’90s, we now have 
the “zero-cum” decade of no 
sex. 

Zip. Nil. Nada. Naysayers 
of the world unite — but not 
too closely, thank you. Evi¬ 
dence of this new Age of Ab¬ 
stinence has been, pardon the 
expression, popping up all 
over the place of late. 

One recently published na¬ 
tional survey of sexual atti¬ 
tudes and behavior, for exam¬ 
ple, indicates our national 
passion for passion is appar¬ 
ently cooling down. Earlier 
this year the venerable Good 
Housekeeping magazine de¬ 
clared the ’90s would be the 
“decency decade.” And even 
before the decade actually got 
rolling, the course we were 
on could be spotted when last 
year someone started a sin¬ 
gles group called the National 
Chastity Association. 

Obviously we’re talking 
major trend-setting here. But 
in case the whole idea of how 
to say “no” is terra incognita 
and the prospect of a no- 
nookey decade utterly para¬ 
lyzes you, authors Pamela 
Pettier and Amy Heckerling 
have written The No-Sex 
Handbook (Warner Books, 
$6.95) to help guide us 
through the next 10 years of 
avoiding relationships, living 
alone and keeping virtually 
everyone but the dentist at 
arm’s length. 

The No-Sex Handbook 
(surely an apt pun for the 
decade of denial) offers the 
novice negator some useful, 
general advice on avoiding 
sex at all costs. For example, 
the old group-psychology 
bunkum that dating can be a 
“learning experience” that can 
teach you to “understand how 
to deal with rejection” is 
neatly disposed of. Pettier 
and Heckerling accurately 
point out that the only thing 
you learn from dating is that 
maybe you’re not really all 


that cute. 

Alas, for the most part the 
book is largely aimed at het¬ 
erosexuals where the stan¬ 
dards of courtship and sexual 
savvy are not always the 
same as they are for gay men, 
and some of the advice could 
actually backfire and land you 
in someone’s bed. Case in 
point: The No-Sex Handbook 
suggests that men try wearing 
jogging pants that show 
“more than you want to see.” 

Hardly sound advice in the 
gym-toned, beefcakier-than- 
thou world of modern urban 
gay life. 

So what would work in 
our sexually alert, eroticized, 
body-conscious subculture 
short of staying locked in 
your apartment watching Mr. 
Ed reruns? 

After all, many of us spent 
years learning to adapt and 
adopt the symbols of a macho 
(or even hyper-macho) world. 
Bearded, booted, buffed and 
be-hard-hatted, we have pol¬ 
ished to a fine art the ability 
to out-male the best of them 
in our quest to attract men. 
We’ve explored and experi¬ 
mented with the kinky, the 
bizarre, the improbable and 
even the banal. 

A decade ago wearing a 
torn, sweat-stained T-shirt or 
lighting up a cigar in a crowd¬ 
ed bar would certainly have 
guaranteed you a night alone; 
now it’s just another kink and 
would probably get you at 
least a couple ... er, dates. 

There are Chubbies and 
Chasers, so a crash weight- 
gaining diet won’t guarantee 
your pristine chastity. And 
Daddies have their Boys, so 
touching up your hair with 
gray and penciling in crow’s 
feet won’t necessarily work 
either. 

At one time in our post- 
Nautilus era, you probably 
could have maintained your 
sexual impenetrability by 
wearing black shoes and 
white socks, baggy slacks 
with a skinny belt, a white 
shirt with a plastic pocket 
protector stuffed with pens, 
and a pair of glasses taped at 
the nose bridge. 

Not long ago, however, I 
noticed in one of our publica¬ 
tions an ad for a new tele¬ 
phone sex line, 976-NERD, so 
that probably wouldn’t work 
now. 


And with the new bisexual 
chic, even dressing up like 
Phranc and pretending you’re 
a lesbian could land you in 
trouble — chastitywise. 

It’s a dilemma that’s taxing 
the fertile asexual imagina¬ 
tions of even the most com¬ 
mitted ne’er-say-yesers. 

An acquaintance of mine 
went so far as to buy some 
“Gorilla” work pants at Sears, 
use a charcoal pencil under 
his fingernails (“for that dirty 
look”) and dab on household 
motor oil instead of some 
Ralph Lauren cologne when 
he had to be out socially. For 
his trouble, all it got him was 
three guys who followed him 
around all night telling him 
how much they were “into 
rough trade.” 

Another friend, a superbly 
muscled young demigod with 
ultra-blond hair, told me he 
once tried resisting a prospec¬ 
tive (and extremely attractive) 
bodybuilder with unspeak¬ 
able intimacies on his mind 
by announcing in confidential 
tones that he really liked 
dressing up in women’s 
panty hose. Sadly for my 
friend, this mountain of mus¬ 
cle blandly answered back, 
“That’s hot. I got some great 
L’eggs at home.”

S en. Dianne? Some of 
those closest to former 
mayor and gubernato¬ 
rial nominee Dianne 
Feinstein tell me that the de¬ 
cision has been made — the 
woman who came within 
190,000 votes of becoming 
California’s first female gover¬ 
nor will definitely run for re¬ 
tiring Sen. Alan Cranston’s 
seat in 1992. 

Feinstein has been quietly 
meeting with labor leaders, 
civil rights activists and cam¬ 
paign finance people since the 
ailing Cranston’s announce¬ 
ment several weeks ago that 
he will not run again in 1992. 

Some of the former may¬ 
or’s people say that an an¬ 
nouncement of Feinstein’s 
candidacy should be expected 
within the first three months 
of the new year. 

Cranston’s retirement and 
an imminent replacement for 
Gov.-elect Pete Wilson sud¬ 
denly puts the stakes for two 
U.S. Senate seats up in 1992 
very high, and Feinstein’s ex¬ 
pected early entry into the 
fray puts some other 
Democrats at a decided disad¬ 
vantage. 

One intriguing side of the 
Senate race is the expected 
head-to-head battle between 
Feinstein and U.S. Rep. Bar¬ 
bara Boxer. There is little 
love between Feinstein and 
Boxer. Boxer supported John 
Van de Kamp in last sum¬ 
mer’s Democratic gubernato¬ 
rial race and the Feinstein 
people are reportedly itching 
for some political payback. 

A clash between Boxer 
and Feinstein would be clas¬ 
sic: both are Northern Califor¬ 
nia women; both Jewish; Box¬ 
er more of a liberal than Fe¬ 
instein, and both campaigns 
would likely be well financed. 
One solution to avoid a 


donnybrook battle between 
two Democratic women who 
have little use for each other 
is that because Feinstein has 
definitely decided to go for 
Cranston’s six-year seat, Box¬ 
er might dodge a clash with 
her and decide to go for the 
less attractive two-year slot 
being vacated by Wilson. 

A lot of state Democratic 
Party leaders feel that they 
owe Feinstein for putting up 
a tough, albeit losing battle 
against Wilson in last 
month’s election, and some 
have reportedly already quiet¬ 
ly given her their approval of 
her run for the seat Cranston 
is vacating. 

Boxer, on the other hand, 
has ruffled some feathers 
within her party by seeming 
too eager in her announce-

ment a day after Cranston de¬ 
clared he would not run 
again. 

In fact, Boxer said she 
wanted the job and was off 
and running within days after 
being re-elected to the House 
and long before being sworn 
in for her newly won term. 

Other state Democrats are 
said to be miffed at Boxer for 
a number of reasons in addi¬ 
tion to her over-ambitiousness 
in politics. Rep. Norm Mineta 
of San Jose and a number of 
other state House Democrats 
are said to be more than a bit 
annoyed at Boxer for not 
showing up recently to vote 
for Mineta’s bid to win the 
House Public Works Commit¬ 
tee chairmanship. 

Boxer was said to be in 
California worrying about her 
U.S. Senate race. Feinstein 
might have lost the chance to 
be California’s governor, but 
she made a lot of friends in 
that campaign and the early 
betting has to be on the for¬ 
mer San Francisco mayor to 
replace Cranston in the U.S.

It’s been nine months after 
U.S. Attorney for the North¬ 
ern District of California Joe 
Russoniello resigned and still 
no replacement. Word has it 
that a disagreement between 
Gov.-elect Wilson and the 
White House held up the po¬ 
litical plum appointment, but 
an announcement is soon due 
with the leading contenders 
said to be acting U.S. Attor¬ 
ney William McGivern (said 
to be Wilson’s secret choice), 
attorney James Lassart, Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Ina Gye- 
mant, and attorney Daniel 
Bookin. 

In Medford, Ore., once 
thought to be a liberal bas¬ 
tion, Sue Carney and Patricia 
O’Scannell filed suit last 
week against the Central 
Point School District and 
state arts groups claiming 
they lost a contract to teach 
music to children because 
Carney was the music 
director recently for a play 
about a lesbian softball team. 

The ACLU claims the 
artists were censored; the 
school district had no com¬ 
ment. 

And in Connecticut, As¬ 
semblyman Joseph Grabraz 
Jr., a Democrat, became that 
state’s first publicly gay office¬ 
holder when he announced 
his sexuality last week, 
adding that the increasing 
anti-gay attacks in Connecti¬ 
cut made his coming out of 
the closet all the more neces¬ 
sary. 

I guess they can afford it, 
and there is the matter of 
principle, but ABC-TV an¬ 
nounced that it lost more than 
$500,000 as a result of adver¬ 
tisers pulling out of last 
week’s thirtysomething show 
because the episode included 
two sporadically recurring gay 
characters. 

To ABC’s credit, however, 
Robert Iger, president of ABC 
Entertainment, said that de-

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New Year's Resolutions

I 
have better things to do than to 
serve as my own whipping boy. 
I mean, masochism is one 
thing; self-destruction is 
another. 

Nevertheless, I firmly 
believe in bettering myself, 
and I recognize that one way to 
do this is to establish a set of 
reasonable, concrete goals. 
Ideally, the goals should be 
worth the struggle. Otherwise, 
what’s the point? I could prom¬ 
ise, for instance, to spend an 
hour a day meditating with 
Shirley MacLaine, studying 
the “Queer Nation Guide to 
Politically Correct Behavior” 
or reading the collected works 
of Dan Quayle, but what good 
would that do me or anybody 
else? 

The goals should also be dif¬ 
ficult to reach. I could 
endeavor to read a good book, 
to do the dishes or to visit the 
dentist regularly, but I already 
do these things, so there’s no 
special satisfaction in them. 
Similarly, I could vow to be a 
better person. But since I’m 
practically perfect already, 
why bother? 

Finally, the goals should be 
reasonable. Suppose I attemp¬ 
ted to achieve the spiritual 
perfection of Mother Teresa, 
the political success of Vaclav 
Havel or the financial acumen 
of Malcolm Forbes, I wouldn’t 
have a hope in hell. And to 
achieve all three? Let’s get real 
here. Not even God could pull 
that off. 

With all this in mind, this 
year I decided to forego all ob¬ 
jections and to make a list of 
New Year’s resolutions any¬ 


way. At best, it will make me 
a better person. At worst, it 
will be interesting to experi¬ 
ence complete failure and ut¬ 
ter humiliation. 

In any case, I might as well 
take advantage of the opportu¬ 
nity while it lasts. Considering 
the way my health has been 
deteriorating recently, this 
New Year may be my last, and 
auld acquaintances may too 
soon be forgot. 

Which brings us (at last) to 
Resolution No. 1: to survive 
another year. Now, this may 
not seem so difficult to those 
who know no better, but this is 
actually no mean feat. One 
year equals 365 days, which 
equals 730 doses of ddl, 1,095 
doses of acyclovir, the same 
amount of aldactone, 730 doses 
of inderal... well, you get the 
point. 

Naturally, I will try to eat 
well, to get plenty of exercise, 
to rest and all those other good 
things, but I can’t help feeling 
that little of this will do any 
good if my immune system 
finally decides to call it a day, 
give up the ghost, bite the dust 
or kick the bucket. So friends 
who suggest this course as a 
possible resolution might as 
well save their breaths — and 
I’ll be more likely to save mine. 

Resolution No. 2 is simpler. 
As long as I’m helping myself, 
why not help others as well? 
And because I believe that 
charity begins at home, I’ll 
start with my boyfriend, who 
deserves something for retur¬ 
ning to San Francisco to make 
my life infinitely more reward¬ 
ing (although hopelessly more 
complex). 

But I can’t promise merely to 
treat him better. That’s too 
nebulous for me. Instead, I’m 
taking the opposite tac by mak¬ 
ing a list of specific (if petty) 
resolutions designed to im¬ 
prove the quality of his life and 


the number of his obligations 
at the same time. 

Consequently, I promise to 
grant him his independence in 
the kitchen, to wear a seat belt 
whether I’m driving or not, 
and to take his innumerable 
medical concerns — regarding 
my health, not his — seriously. 

Resolution No. 3 is an odd 
one: to spend money. I figure I 
can’t take it with me, and God 
forbid that I should leave any 
of it behind for others to in¬ 
herit. So screw ’em. 

For years, people laughed at 
me for being too cheap. I 
preferred to think of myself as 
“frugal.” But if that’s the way 
they want it, fine. I’ll be happy 
to adopt their view and to 
spend my money on myself in¬ 
stead. 

But on what? Foreign travel 
appeals to me most, but I’ve 
been to Europe, and I’m afraid 
to chance any other place right 
now. Imagine me in India, 
Nepal or even Thailand, with 
its clean white beaches. With 
my susceptibility to bugs, I’d 
be sick in a week. And how 
would I possibly find state-of- 
the-art AIDS care in Bombay, 
Katmandu or Phuket? It 
would be far easier to find obli¬ 
vion in opium. 

A new car? Forget it. I don’t 
have that much money. 
Clothes? Don’t need ’em. Char¬ 
itable organizations? They’d 
only waste it. The poor? Why 
corrupt them? 

No, on second thought, I 
might as well save my money. 

I shouldn’t count on meeting

able to work, and I’ll have to 
endure 20 or 30 years of 
poverty. 

Well, to hell with it. I haven’t 
got the perseverance for so 


many resolutions anyway. The 
way I see it, one is reasonable, 
two is possible, but three is 
ridiculous. Besides, I have a 
deadline to meet, and it might 
be nice to meet one for a 
change. Which might be yet 
another promise I could make 
this year. 

Then again, it might not. ▼

Gay Minister Challenges Church 

Openly gay United Methodist Minister James Hawk has publicly 
challenged the church’s 1984 ban on the ordination and appoint¬ 
ment of “self-avowed, practicing homosexuals.” Hawk, who is 
on conference-approved leave of absence after announcing his 
sexual orientation to Bishop George Bashore and the Western 
Pennsylvania Conference Board of Ordained Ministry, has sub¬ 
mitted a letter to the board calling for his appointment to a local 
church. This is the first time that an openly gay minister has gone 
so far as to demand an appointment. In 1987, the Rev. Rosemary 
Denman was tried and convicted by a United Methodist Church 
court for being openly lesbian. The result of Hawk’s open affir¬ 
mation and announcement of his sexual orientation will more 
than likely result in his discontinuance as a United Methodist 
minister. 


Episcopal Bishop Predicts Victory 

The Episcopal Bishop of Newark John Spong, a defender of the 
rights of gays and lesbians, predicts he will win the battle con¬ 
cerning gay priests in his church. “At this stage, the final ver¬ 
dict is no longer in doubt,” Spong said in a recent commentary 
for the diocesan newspaper. “The consciousness of the major¬ 
ity is being expanded. It is only a matter of time before the new 
understanding will prevail.” Spong was the object of intense 
clerical hostility when he publicly ordained a gay man last year. 
In February, Presiding Bishop Edmund Browning and an eight- 
member council-of-advice “disassociated” themselves from the 
ordination. But in September, a meeting of the Episcopal House 
of Bishops affirmed the letter of disassociation, 80-76. At that 
meeting Browning and six of the members of the council-of- 
advice voted against affirming their own letter of last February. 
Spong said that 10 years ago the vote was 3-1 against ordaining 
gay clergy but that now the vote is nearly even. The moderates, 
“who do not want to be caught on the wrong side when time 
moves on,” have begun to embrace gays and gay ordination. “The 
church has changed. It will never be the same,” Spong said.

new heading for “Gay and 
Lesbian Organizations,” a na¬ 
tional precedent achieved 
through negotiations with Pa¬ 
cific Bell by the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against 
Defamation’s San Francisco 
Bay Area chapter. 

Pacific Bell now has its 
own non-discrimination per¬ 
sonnel policies that go beyond 
the legal requirements of both 
the city and the state. It has 
an extended leave policy al¬ 
lowing employees to take 
time-off for a sick partner or 
dependent, and the company 
is one of the leading financial 
donors to AIDS charities in 
the Bay Area. 

Perhaps more important, 
the policies are company¬ 
wide, which means gay and 
lesbian Pac Bell employees in 
California cities with no part¬ 
ners policies are still eligible 
for company benefits; and in 
Nevada, where there are no 
statewide anti-discrimination 
laws, Pacific Bell workers still 
enjoy a security not available 
at other companies. 

A lesbian/gay employees’ 
group is also now being 
formed at Pac Bell. Some 61 
employees held a preliminary 
meeting in September with 
its first general membership 
meeting scheduled for De¬ 
cember. 

According to Dick Fitz- 
morris of Pacific Bell, the 
group hasn’t developed any 
detailed goals yet but was 
formed for “networking, men¬ 
toring, increasing self-esteem, 
and increasing communica¬ 
tion between the group and 
the rest of the company on 
gay and lesbian issues.” 


Companies like Pacific 
Bell, Levi Strauss and Pacific 
Gas & Electric, however, are 
still the exception rather than 
the rule, although the recent 
formations of groups here 
may portend a growing trend. 

Ironically, it is outside the 
City that lesbian/gay employ¬ 
ee groups seem to have had 
their greatest success, espe¬ 
cially in the South Bay. 

Corporate gays say there 
are two main reasons les¬ 
bian/gay employee groups are 
not common in the City. The 
first is the City’s own success 
as a good place for lesbians 
and gays to live and work in 
general. 

“Because San Francisco is 
such a good environment for 
gay and lesbian people,” says 
Cynthia Bologna, co-founder 
of the Lesbian/Gay Employ¬ 
ees’ Association at Levi 
Strauss & Co., “there’s this 
perception that discrimination 
does not exist or that bigotry 
does not exist here. I think 
that’s a false perception. And 
I think as with all sorts of dif¬ 
ferent groups of people, we 
come together to say there 
are some things that need to 
be addressed.” 

Another gay worker who 
holds a mid-management po¬ 
sition at one of the City’s 
leading banking institutions 
asked that neither he nor his 
employer be named. 

“The fact that I have to ask 
for anonymity,” he said, “is 
proof of how far even in San 
Francisco we have yet to go.” 

He said the second reason 
lesbian/gay groups haven’t 
flourished here is that the cor¬ 
porate life of the City is dom¬ 
inated by the banking indus¬ 
try, which he characterized as 
“notoriously conservative.” 

“Banks are extremely sen¬ 
sitive about their public im¬ 


age and anything controver¬ 
sial is seen as bad for busi¬ 
ness,” he said. “And because 
San Francisco is the financial 
center of the West Coast, gay 
employee groups at banks 
and financial institutions 
aren’t likely to be encouraged, 
at least not yet.” 

But even with this reserve 
of the banking establishment, 
banks here are still far from 
being villains. 

Wells Fargo, Union Bank 
and Bank of America are 
among the leading financial 
donors in the fight against 
AIDS, and both have compa¬ 
ny-wide non-discrimination 
policies protecting their les¬ 
bian and gay workers, 
whether they’re in California 
or one of the 20-some other 


states where sodomy is still il¬ 
legal. 

Bringing Home 
the Benefits 

While confrontational pol¬ 
itics may be on the upswing 
in the lesbian/gay community, 
corporate contentment seems 
to be the rule at businesses 
where gay employee groups 
have been formed. And al¬ 
though these groups may be a 
far cry from a traditional la¬ 
bor union, many do in fact 
function in some ways as spe¬ 
cialized collective bargaining 
groups. They bring issues like 
discrimination and partner 
benefits to the attention of 
their employers, issues that 
some labor unions have been 
slow to champion. 

“We have very good sup¬ 
port for this group from the 
CEO of this company who is 
very interested in working 
with us on gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues,” said Bologna. “We have 
a sort of low-key agenda: we 
would like to educate people 
in the workplace about who 
gay and lesbian people are; 
we want to increase our visi¬ 
bility, especially for lesbians 
in the workplace. We’re here; 
we work in your depart¬ 
ments; we have families; we 
celebrate holidays.” 

But Bologna also said the 
employee organization was 
also “forming a group that’s 
really going to deal with the 
issues of gay and lesbian fam¬ 
ilies, discrimination and how 
we can all better work togeth¬ 
er.” 

Bennett Marks, one of the 
organizers of Apple Comput¬ 
er’s lesbian and gay employee 
group, Apple Lambda, was 
equally positive about the re¬ 
ception the group has re¬ 
ceived by the corporation. 

In last year’s San Francis¬ 
co Lesbian/Gay Pride Parade, 
Apple Lambda marched with 
a 15-foot-high model of Ap¬ 
ple’s popular Macintosh com¬ 
puter, a step that brought crit¬ 
icism of the group from other 
employees who feared the 
publicity might adversely af¬ 
fect Apples sales. 

Marks said that was some¬ 
thing Apple Lambda 
discussed before using the 
Mac model, but that it wasn’t 
the group’s — or the corpora¬ 
tion’s — only consideration. 

“I think you have to con¬ 
sider issues like that and bal¬ 
ance them against what you 
think is the corporate culture, 
what’s healthy for the em¬ 
ployees, and what’s healthy 
for society. And those are is¬ 
sues at Apple, too. We’re very 
much a money corporation, 


but not exclusively. The head 
of our affirmative action de¬ 
partment and also (Apple 
CEO) John Sculley came 
down publicly on our side.” 
The lesbian/gay employee 
groups may not be adversari¬ 
al, but that hardly means 
they’re rolling over and play¬ 
ing dead. 

“Fortunately you’re talking 
to people who work at Levi 
Strauss & Co.,” crowed 
Bologna. “If we can effect any 
kind of change around these 
issues, this would be the place 
to do it.” 

Both Bologna and Marks 
agreed that issues of employ¬ 
ee benefits that are equitable 
for lesbian and gay workers 
are on their agendas at their 
separate companies. 

“We’ve started discussions 
to look at it (partner benefits) 
and given the corporation 
some suggestions and direc¬ 
tion,” Marks said. ‘‘And 
they’re quite willing to talk to 
us about it. They’re not going 
to be very willing to spend 
money, of course, and that’s 
always the big problem.” 

Change From Within 

The broader implications 
of organized employees with¬ 
in a corporation working to 
win their firms over to sup¬ 
port domestic partner bene¬ 
fits was underscored by 
Bologna. 

“I think the important 
thing,” she said, “is that one 
of the ways to really effect 
change is through the corpo¬ 
rations, especially the ones 
that we work in. Politicians 
look to the corporations, and 
the corporations pump money 
into the economy. We are get¬ 
ting ready to form a task 
force to deal with the benefits 
issues (at Levi Strauss).” 

It is not trivial to point out 
that when the City’s Board of 
Supervisors first passed a do¬ 
mestic partners ordinance in 
1982, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce here was one of the 
groups most bitterly opposed 
to it. 

But last year, when Super¬ 
visor Harry Britt unveiled his 
second attempt to get such 
legislation on the books, with 
him was COC executive 
Richard Morten who said the 
chamber was forming a group 
to come up with benefits that 
companies in the private sec¬ 
tor could offer workers in 
non-traditional relationships. 

Part of the shift that took 
place at the COC in the inter¬ 
vening seven years, Morten 
said, was a result of lesbian 
and gay workers in compa¬ 
nies in the City arguing their 
case within their own corpo¬ 
rate structures. 

The Illinois firm of Hewitt 
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Associates, a benefits and 
compensation consulting firm 
that advises some 2,500 West 
Coast companies, said the 
partners benefit issue was in¬ 
creasingly being raised in pri¬ 
vate sector firms, mainly as a 
result of lesbian and gay 
workers within the compa¬ 
nies asking for them. 

Raymond Kann said, “The 
issue is on the table, mainly 
because gays are asking their 
personnel offices what kind of 
benefits they can expect to 
have available to them.” 

Kann said at a 1989 meet¬ 
ing of some 500 corporate 
compensation executives part- 
ner benefits received top 
billing, although only two 
years earlier it was scarcely 
mentioned. He also said that 
10 percent to 20 percent of 
the firms his company serves 
were studying some form of 
partner benefits programs 
compared with none in 1984. 

As labor union member¬ 


ship continues to decline in 
this country, it may not be en¬ 
tirely coincidental that les- 
bian/gay employee groups are 
growing as an alternative way 
of bringing benefits issues 
and other corporate concerns 
to the forefront in their work¬ 
places. 

But the main function of 
lesbian/gay employee groups 
seems still to be nothing more 
complex than social support. 

“I think one of the best 
things to come out of this,” 
said Bologna, “was that peo¬ 
ple who maybe sort of 
guessed, or maybe sort of 
knew, that somebody else was 
gay now started saying hello 
to each other. We have lunch 
together, we are forming 
friendships.” 

And this alone, people like 
Bologna and Marks agree, 
makes their work environ¬ 
ment more enjoyable, more 
human, and more relevant to 
their own lives. ▼ 


Defeated Judge 
Appointed in S.F.

Gov. George Deukmejian’s 
lame-duck appointment of 
Jerome Benson to a San Fran¬ 
cisco Municipal Court judge- 
ship after Benson was defeat¬ 
ed by voters in June has 
drawn fire from the legal 
community. 

Deukmejian appointed 
Benson to the Superior Court 
in January, but in June Ben¬ 
son became the first judicial 
incumbent to be ousted in 
San Francisco in 16 years af¬ 
ter a heated election. 

Benson lost to homosexual 
rights activist and civil litiga¬ 
tor Donna Hitchens. 

Hitchens attacked Benson 
for his membership in the all¬ 
male Olympic Club. 

Supervisor-elect Roberta 
Achtenberg, a homosexual 
rights leader and attorney 
who supported Hitchens, said 
this week, “It is clear that 


Deukmejian has no concern 
or interest in the voters’ wish¬ 
es.” 

Criminal trial attorney 
Doron Weinberg echoed 
Achtenberg’s sentiments. 

“The governor’s selection 
of Mr. Benson after he was 
rejected by the voters of San 
Francisco suggests a lack of 
respect for the will of the peo¬ 
ple of this city,” Weinberg 
said. 

Susan Trowbridge, Deuk¬ 
mejian’s assistant press secre¬ 
tary, said, the governor “feels 
that Benson is a well-qualified 
individual for the bench.” 

Benson’s original appoint¬ 
ment to the Superior Court 
was wracked with controver¬ 
sy because of his membership 
in the Olympic Club. 

Benson hand-delivered his 
resignation of membership in 
the club in February, the 
same day Hitchens filed her 
declaration to run against 
him.T

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World Briefs 

Thai Princess Caught in HIV Border Flap 

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) — Thai Princess Chulabhorn 
has resigned as a special ambassador of the World Health Or¬ 
ganization because of a dispute over a law barring people in¬ 
fected with AIDS from entering Thailand, officials said. “Her 
Royal Highness does not want to do anything to offend the 
law,” said Chotima Pathmanand, director of the Chulabhorn 
Research Institute, which sponsors research and information 
on the Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome. Chotima 
said the princess tendered her resignation to WHO last on 
Dec. 17 after the WHO notified the institute that it was un¬ 
able to support an international congress on AIDS sponsored 
by the institute. WHO said it had to withdraw its support be¬ 
cause Thailand has refused to allow people infected with the 
AIDS virus from entering the country under a 1985 law. The 
upcoming conference was planned to expand knowledge 
about the disease in Thailand. 

Spanish Police Beat AIDS Protesters 

During a Dec 12 protest in Valencia, Spain, by AIDS patients, 
AIDS carriers and former drug addicts, municipal and national 
police burst onto the City Hall Square and Council Building and 
without any warning began beating demonstrators. Many were 
injured, and most of those hospitalized were AIDS patients. The 
demonstration, organized by the Patriarch Inc, a non-profit drug 
rehabilitation agency, called for protection of AIDS patients. The 
actions of police were photographed by press agencies and vari¬ 
ous TV networks including channel Antenna 3, Spanish Na¬ 
tional Television.

N.Y. Court Rejects AIDS-Test Ban 

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) — The state’s highest court has opened 
the way for health insurers to test applicants for the AIDS 
virus — and deny coverage to those who test positive — by 
striking down a rule set in 1987 by the state’s former super¬ 
intendent of insurance. The state Court of Appeals unani¬ 
mously affirmed a decision made in February by the Appel¬ 
late Division of the state Supreme Court in Albany, strik¬ 
ing down the 1987 regulation. The February ruling held that 
former state Superintendent of Insurance James Corcoran 
lacked legal authority when he issued a rule banning insurers 
from testing applicants for the disease. Corcoran has said he 
made the rule to protect AIDS sufferers. The Dec. 18 ruling 
will make it possible for insurance companies to require 
prospective insurance buyers to prove they are not infected 
with AIDS. California is the only state with a law that pro¬ 
hibits insurance companies from testing applicants for HIV. 

Pa. Bill Protects Confidentiality 

After nearly two years, the Pennsylvania Legislature has approv¬ 
ed a bill protecting the confidentiality of people with HIV. The 
state House of Representatives and the state Senate passed by 
unanimous votes the final version of Senate Bill #1163, the Con¬ 
fidentiality of HIV-Related Information Act, and Gov. Bob Casey 
has signed the bill into law. Before the law takes effect in 
February, “anybody can be tested without their knowledge,” 
Renee Broday, legislative analyst for the AIDS Activities Coor¬ 
dinating Office of the Philadelphia Department of Public 
Health, explained. Once the law is implemented, the law 
stipulates that with one exception, “no HIV-related test shall be 
performed without first obtaining the informed written consent 
of the subject.” Additionally, no health worker or person work¬ 
ing with HIV testing may release information about a person’s 
HIV status without that person’s informed consent. The one ex¬ 
ception to informed consented testing is “with respect to the in¬ 
voluntary testing of a source patient.” This amendment is one 
of three amendments which AACO and health-care workers’ 
unions originally opposed. It allows a health worker who can 
prove “significant exposure” and who can prove they are HIV¬ 
negative (i.e., prior to exposure) to request the HIV status of the 
patient. The patient may challenge the request and his or her 
attorney’s fees must be covered by the institution requesting the 
HIV status. David Webber of the AIDS Law Project of Penn¬ 
sylvania (a non-profit, public interest law firm) called the amend¬ 
ment a “compromise” and said, “We can live with (it). I think it 
will be invoked very, very rarely.”

Condom Vending Machines Required 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI) — In what is believed to be the 
first such ordinance in the nation, the city of Cambridge has 
kicked off an AIDS awareness program requiring condom 
vending machines at hotels, motels, restaurants and bars. The 
program began with the installation of a dispenser at the 
Green Street Grill in Central Square, one of the first estab¬ 
lishments to seek compliance with the new city law. Spon¬ 
sors of the ordinance, which was passed by the City Council on 
Nov. 5, said they believed the city, which is home to Harvard 
University and the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
was the first in the nation to enact such a program. The or¬ 
dinance requires condom vending machines in all hotels, mo¬ 
tels, restaurants, bars, movie theaters, health facilities and 
municipal buildings, except schools. Establishments are be¬ 
ing asked to comply with the ordinance as part of the city’s 
licensing procedure, and are given one year to install the ma¬ 
chines. But owners who object to the “controversial” ordi¬ 
nance may request an exemption in writing. 
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Private Insurance? 
Ho Ho Ho

T he Supreme Court of 
New York state, by 
unanimous decision, 
overturned a ban on 
denying insurance coverage 
to people on the basis of HIV 
status. 

This means that California 
is now the only state in the 
union that prohibits insurance 
discrimination against 
HIVers. As an attorney for 
the victorious industry 
crowed: “We’re now in step 
with the rest of the nation.” 

The decision ends three 
years of legal conflict that be¬ 
gan when New York’s insur¬ 
ance commissioner declared 
the ban in 1986. Earlier that 
year Gov. Mario Cuomo tried 
to institute a law banning 
HIVer insurance discrimina¬ 
tion, but it prophetically 
failed to pass. 

The insurance industry im¬ 
mediately challenged the ban, 
arguing that HIV status is a 
valid predictor of what a 
prospective client is likely to 
cost them, and that they 
should be allowed to use it. 

They also claimed that the 
state insurance commissioner 
went beyond his authority 
when he tried to legislate 
their criteria. 

The court, showing typical 
Reagan/Bush-style leadership, 
remained silent about the 
touchy HIV issues. They 
dwelled instead on the au¬ 


thority — or rather, the lack of 
authority — of the insurance 
commissioner. 

This does not bode well 
for the newly created post of 
insurance commissioner in 
California, facing a judiciary 
appointed by ultra-Republi- 
can ex-Gov. George Deukme- 
jian. 

As the health system 
breaks down nationwide, in¬ 
surance war is starting to 
flare up on the state level. 
There, as everywhere else, 
the insurance industry is 
stomping the opposition. 

Symbolic Victory 

The New York victory was 
mostly symbolic, rather than 
practical. The ban only cov¬ 
ered small group policies, 
maybe 10 percent of the total 
market, and the insurance in¬ 
dustry was more interested in 
demonstrating the impossibil¬ 
ity of monitoring their busi¬ 
ness than anything else. 

After all, insurers have no 
problems dumping “problem” 
clients in the long run. Sup¬ 
pose you seek treatment for 
HIV after holding a policy for 
years. A determined insurer 
can comb your medical 
records for some marker that 
they consider “proof’ of your 
HIV status way back in the 
past — in fact, long before the 
HIV test even existed. 

Then they deny reimburse¬ 
ment for your “pre-existing” 
condition (this happened to a 
friend of mine) — sleazy as 



hell, and perhaps even illegal. 

But there is no regulatory 
agency to appeal to, so your 
only recourse is to sue. Law¬ 
suits can take a long, long 
time to resolve, and more 
than one insurer has been 
quoted as saying “we have a 
longer time than you do.” 

But even insurance agen¬ 
cies prefer to avoid the hassle 
of a lawsuit, and this is why 
they screen out “costly” 
clients in the first place. 
While they sometimes can’t 
use HIV status, there is no 
law or authority to prevent 
them from refusing insurance 
to people in certain profes¬ 
sions, such as dancers or hair¬ 
dressers. 

If you were an insurer, 
how would you feel about 
selling a policy to a 35-year- 
old single male who lives in 
San Francisco? 

Evidence suggests that in¬ 
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surers as a group would 
rather not have anything to 
do with anyone who is likely 
to actually need the policies 
they sell. California’s solitary 
stand against using HIV sta¬ 
tus to screen customers is a 
rare and ineffective protest 
against the standards and 
practices of the industry. 

Bush League Answer 

The Bush administration’s 
approach to regulating the in¬ 
surance industry developed as 
a sideline in their efforts to 
slash at the Medicaid and 
Medicare budgets. 

Bush aide Richard Darman, 
evil genius of the crowd that 
wants to pay off the deficit by 
looting domestic programs, 
has proposed establishing a 
“clearinghouse” of insurees. 
Whenever anyone tried to col¬ 
lect Medicaid, they would be 


refused if the government’s 
files indicated they were due 
coverage from a private insur- 
er. 

This could save the gov¬ 
ernment up to $1 billion a 
year. Of course, somebody 
else will have to pick up that 
tab, and it might not always 
be the insurer. 

The clearinghouse will no 
doubt provide hours of inter¬ 
esting activity for PWAs, oth¬ 
erwise bed-bound in hospitals 
with nothing but daytime TV 
to entertain them. 

First you call the govern¬ 
ment, which says it won’t pay 
for your treatment because 
according to their files you are 
covered by Wonderful Life 
Building & Loan Inc. 

Then you call Wonderful 
Life B&L Inc., which tells 
you to get Medicare for your

Blood Supply Safe from HIV Cousins 

ATLANTA (UPI) — The nation’s blood donor supply appears 
relatively safe from two cousins of the AIDS virus, one of 
which can cause leukemia and a type of degenerative nerve 
disorder, federal health officials report. Only a very small 
fraction of blood samples tested for the viruses, known as the 
human T-lymphotropic virus type 1 and type 2, or HTLV-1 
and HTLV-2, produced positive results, the federal Centers 
for Disease Control said. While HTLV-1 may cause leukemia 
or lymphoma and a degenerative neurologic disease called 
tropical spastic paraparesis, a close relative, HTLV-2, has not 
been conclusively shown to cause any disease, the health agency 
said. More than 9 million blood donations were screened by 
the American Red Cross and the Council of Community 
Blood Centers from December 1988 through December 1989. 
Only 0.014 percent and 0.021 percent of the tests were posi¬ 
tive for HTLV-1 and HTLV-2 respectively, the CDC said. 
The findings indicate the viruses are relatively uncommon in 
the United States. The highest positive rates were in the Pa¬ 
cific region of Alaska, California, Hawaii, Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington, the agency said. 

Kairos House Caregiver Workshops 

Kairos House, a community resource center for AIDS caregivers, 
begins the new year with a full schedule of new support groups 
and workshops focusing on effective caregiving skills. The 
groups are designed specifically for partners, friends, family 
members, professionals and volunteers supporting HIV-affected 
persons and are limited to 10 participants. They are six weeks 
in length and are led by professional facilitators. A donation of 
$20 is suggested for each series. To obtain a schedule of the new 
groups and workshops or obtain information about other sup¬ 
port services for caregivers call 861-0877. 

Wysocki Joins Aris Project 

Paul Wysocki has been named development director of the Aris 
Project, a private, non-profit AIDS support service provider in 
Santa Clara County. He comes to the Aris Project from his most 
recent position as coordinator for AIDS Legal Services in San 
Jose, where he had managed the program since its inception. As 
development director, Paul’s primary responsibilities will in¬ 
clude fundraising and public relations. Additionally, he will be 
involved in the administrative decision-making process of the 
organization. The Aris Project provides practical and emotional 
support for people living with AIDS, ARC or HIV infection in 
Santa Clara County. Wysocki was recently a candidate for the 
San Jose City Council from District #3, and has been the presi¬ 
dent of the board of directors of the Bay Area Municipal Elec¬ 
tions Committee, the largest gay and lesbian organization in the

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Victory 
Sweet 
to Perry 
Watkins

After nine years of battling 
against the U.S. Army, victory 
tastes especially sweet to gay 
sergeant Perry Watkins, 42. 

“Nine or 10 years is a long 
time, but it’s been worth it,” 
said Watkins in a telephone 
interview from Tacoma, Wash. 
“I would do it again — and I 
would do it exactly the same 
way.” 

On Nov. 5, the U.S. Supreme 
Court refused to hear an ap¬ 
peal brought by the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense that would 
have kept the exemplary sol¬ 
dier out of the service. 

The ruling from the conser¬ 
vatively based court was a sur¬ 
prise to Watkins. 

“Considering how conserva¬ 
tive this court is — and being 
black and gay and fighting the 
government — I had three 
strikes against me. But it 
shows how far off-base the gov¬ 
ernment is with their argu¬ 
ment and how blatantly wrong 
they are.” 

Watkins had vowed to fight 
till the end, even though he 
didn’t initially see himself as a 
gay crusader. He has said 
repeatedly that he only fought 
to get what was his — the pen¬ 
sion he earned. 

But his ethics are such that 
he couldn’t bring himself to lie, 
even about something as 
“minor” as his sexuality. 

“My mother was very strict 
about lying,” Watkins said. 

More than 20 years ago 
when he saw the question on 
the Army application about 
being gay, his first thought was 
of her. 

“I thought that if I lie and get 
thrown out, my mother would 
kill me,” he said. “She wouldn’t 
mind at all that I’m gay but she 
would absolutely die if I lied to 
get in the Army and then got 
thrown out.” 

Watkins, with a message 
about falling in love with a 
man on his answering 
machine, has had a handful of 
victories against the military 
but it still has been a long, 
drawn-out campaign. 

Watkins admitted he was 
gay when drafted and con¬ 
tinued to be open about his 
sexuality each time he re¬ 
enlisted. For 15 years, there 
was no problem. But in 1981, 
the Army began to crack down 
on known homosexuals by 
changing the regulations to in¬ 
clude anyone who was gay, not 
just anyone caught in homo¬ 
sexual acts. 

As a result of his openness, 
Watkins was kicked out. 

Watkins sued and won, but 
three years later a mid-level ap¬ 
peals court ruled against him. 

Two years ago the appellate 
court in San Francisco said 
that the 15-year veteran could 
not be dismissed solely on the 
basis of being gay. 

A further court ruling said 
that the Army had to reinstate 
Watkins and allow him to 
serve until he was eligible for 
retirement. 

But the military was not 
used to losing wars — especial¬ 
ly against one lone homosex¬ 
ual. It took the case to the 
highest court in the land, hop¬ 
ing to win.

It lost and with this final rul¬ 
ing Watkins should be able to 
re-enlist in the Army and serve 
till retirement or take a finan¬ 
cial settlement. 

Despite his gain, the case has 
cost Watkins dearly. 

Although his legal expenses 
have been covered by the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union and Watkins now works 
for the federal government, he 
became unemployable, lost his 
home and had to file bankrupt-

Mistrust of Medical Authorities 
Keeps Blacks from AIDS Tests

BALTIMORE — A historic 
mistrust of medical authori¬ 
ties has kept many blacks in¬ 
fected with AIDS from being 
tested and getting early treat¬ 
ment, physicians and commu¬ 
nity activists say. 

Black doctors and activists 
expressed their opinions last 
week before the National 
Commission on AIDS, which 
continued a two-day meeting 
in Baltimore to gather testi¬ 
mony on the impact of ac¬ 
quired immune deficiency 
syndrome on black Ameri¬ 
cans. 

“AIDS is one of the many 
scourges affecting African- 
American communities, inter¬ 
twined with poor education, 
drug dependence, inadequate 
health care and general 
malaise,” said Dr. Mark 
Smith, associate director of 
AIDS services at Johns Hop¬ 
kins Hospital. 

“It affects a population al¬ 


ready alienated from the sys¬ 
tem,” he added. 

Many factors have con¬ 
tributed to deep-seated suspi¬ 
cions among many blacks to¬ 
ward a predominantly white 
medical establishment, Smith 
said. 

He said a long-standing 
pattern of discrimination 
against poor blacks seeking 
treatment for various condi¬ 
tions has made black Ameri¬ 
cans feel alienated from 
health care in general. 

Mistrust has reached such 
proportions that many blacks 
believe that the AIDS virus 
was “deliberately or acciden¬ 
tally planted” in the black 
community in the form of 
genocide, Smith said. 

“Two years ago, I began to 
hear stories of parents who 
told their children not to be 
out on the streets after dark — 
doctors would snatch them 
off the street and experiment 
on them,” he said. “I heard 
the bogeyman story a lot, and 


I suspect it’s being told by 
people in neighborhoods 
around other research institu¬ 
tions.” Black Americans ac¬ 
count for 28 percent of the 
157,525 AIDS cases reported 
to federal authorities through 
November — about double 
their representation in the 
population. 

New treatments have en¬ 
abled many AIDS patients to 
live longer. The drugs work 
best when they are given ear¬ 
ly in the course of a person’s 
infection, but many blacks do 
not show up for treatment un¬ 
til they have suffered for a 
long time, experts said. 

Dr. Wilbert Jordan, chief 
of the AIDS service at King 
Drew Medical Center in Los 
Angeles, called on black 
physicians and community 
leaders to get involved in the 
fight against AIDS — saying 
too many had left the job to 
white activists and doctors. ▼

David Monroe, a founding 
member of the Coits social 
club and a community pio¬ 
neer, died of AIDS over the 
Thanksgiving weekend in his 
home. He was 52. 

For almost three decades 
Monroe participated in the 
growth of San Francisco’s gay 
community. He played a role 
in the opening and manage¬ 
ment of numerous bars across 
the city. 

Ron Estes, one of Mon¬ 
roe’s best friends, remembers 
Monroe as “very much a lead¬ 
er. He attracted people and he 
made you feel good when you 
saw him.” 

As the gay community 
emerged in the early ’60s, 
Estes remembers that Mon¬ 
roe “was very comfortable 
with himself being gay. He 
actually got out and helped 
and gave of himself. He was 
someone special to San Fran¬ 
cisco and to the gay commu¬ 
nity.” 

Monroe was most proud of 
being the founder of the 
Coits, the first gay social club 
in San Francisco. The Coits 
met for the first time in a 
home at 36 Livisadero St. 
Monroe was the first presi¬ 
dent. 

Before moving to San 
Francisco, he lived in San 
Diego. Jack Rozzell, a room¬ 
mate in San Diego, later 
joined Monroe in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Rozzell remembers 
when Monroe organized a 
trip to the Russian River, 
“one of the first gay parties in 
the Russian River in 1963.” 

Monroe was a manager of 



the Tool Box, one of the first 
South of Market leather bars. 
In the years that followed, 
Monroe helped open the Lion 
Pub, managed the Cabaret, 
which later would be known 
as The City, and held man¬ 
agement positions at the old 
Toad Hall and the Sausage 
Factory. 

Monroe also worked as a 
sales representative for Gre¬ 
nier Liquor, a wine and spir¬ 
its wholesaler. He helped 
promote Grenier’s Acme beer 
in gay bars throughout North¬ 
ern California. Acme beer ads 
with provocative gay men ap¬ 
peared in programs for gay 
events. 

Monroe’s lover of 17 years, 
Neal Purchase, died a few 
years ago. At Monroe’s re¬ 
quest, there will be no memo¬ 
rial service. Friends who 
want to remember David 
Monroe in a tangible way are 
encouraged to make a dona¬ 
tion in his name to Project 
Open Hand or Coming Home 
Hospice. ▼

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NBC Show Helps Educate

O n Dec. 18 NBC 
broadcast the latest 
segment of its 
monthly medical an¬ 
thology Lifestories. Titled 
“Steve Burdick,” the segment 
focused on a TV newsman 
who lived a double life as a 
closeted gay man. 

Eventually, he and his 
lover tested positive for the 
HIV virus. After his lover fell 
ill and died, Steve made a 
public disclosure in an effort 
to save his own sanity and the 
lives of others. 

Station management 
threatened to fire him out¬ 
right (and were pressured to 
do so by a “Congressman 
Koppelmeyer”) but the news 
director’s faith in his work 
saved his job. 

By the end of the program, 
Steve was making regular 
news reports on his own bat¬ 
tle with AIDS, much like for¬ 
mer KGO-TV reporter Paul 
Wynne. 

The show achieved what 
the producers have stressed is 
their goal: education about an 
important medical issue com¬ 
bined with involvement in an 
interesting personal drama. It 
illustrated the toll taken by 
AIDSphobia and homopho¬ 
bia. 

The segment had been 
pulled from its original 
scheduling for Dec. 2, the day 
after World AIDS Day. At 
the time, GLAAD had ex¬ 
pressed concern that the 
show had been pulled due to 


pressure from anti-gay 
groups.

The Dec. 17 issue of the 
San Jose Mercury News con¬ 
tained an essay by Bay Area 
Reporter contributor Keith 
Clark on “the presumption of 
heterosexuality.” 

Clark began by relating 
the circumstances of the vio¬ 
lent death, 15 years ago, of 
the Mercury’s closeted gay 
owner, John S. Knight III, at 
the hands of “three rough- 
trade types.” 

He then described the 
shock to Knight’s friends of 
the revelation of Knight’s pri¬ 
vate life — the shock of the 
closet door flung open. What 
astounded Clark, and what 
continues to astound many 
gays and lesbians, is the na¬ 
ture of this kind of shock: “So 
many people are willing to 
buy ‘the big lie’ that every¬ 
body — and especially any¬ 
body they admire or like — is 
heterosexual.” 

Clark quoted Judy New¬ 
man, a friend of Knight’s, 
who wrote that she wished 
Knight’s secret “had re¬ 
mained hidden. And I hope 


that no one else who wants to 
stay in the closet is forced 
out.” 

As Clark pointed out, 
“there is no one in the closet 
who truly wants to be in 
there any more than there 
were black Americans who 
wanted to sit in the backs of 
buses.... The closet is an in¬ 
vention of the predominantly 
heterosexual world to deny 
our very existence.”

Concord Releases Draft 
Of Anti-Bias Ordinance

Concord Mayor Byron 
Campbell has released the 
draft of a proposed new anti¬ 
bias ordinance that includes 
gays and lesbians. 

The proposed ordinance 
prohibits discrimination 
based on race, gender, color, 
age, disability, sexual orienta¬ 
tion, marital status, ancestry, 
national origin, place of birth 
or religion. 

The action follows months 
of discussions, public hear¬ 
ings, private meetings and of¬ 
ten rancorous debate over hu¬ 
man rights protections in 
Concord. 

One day before the draft 
was released, gay-rights and 
other minority activists had 
called on the city to speed up 
the process. 

Campbell described the 
measure as an “all-inclusive” 
ordinance with only a simple 
limitation that it “is not to be 
construed to endorse any 
class or lifestyle above anoth¬ 
er,” a caveat that activists say 
they can accept. 

The complex 32-page ordi¬ 
nance itself does not directly 
address what discrimination 
is, but instead refers to sever¬ 
al federal and state laws, in¬ 
cluding the Rehabilitation Act 
of 1973, the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964, the Unruh Civil 
Rights Act, and the Fair Em¬ 
ployment and Housing Act. 

Perhaps the most poten¬ 
tially controversial reference, 
however, is to the recently 
passed Americans With Dis¬ 
abilities Act of 1990, which in¬ 
cludes AIDS and HIV-related 
illnesses as disabilities. 

In November 1989, Con¬ 
cord voters overturned an 
AIDS anti-discrimination or¬ 
dinance after conservatives 
and fundamentalists opposed 
it as “special interest” legisla¬ 
tion.

Opponents of the law also 
claimed it would give “back¬ 
door” special protections to 
gays and lesbians. 


Ironically, Concord City 
Councilmember Lloyd 
Mashore, who led the fight 
against the 1989 AIDS anti- 
discrimination ordinance, also 
worked closely with Camp¬ 
bell in developing the pro¬ 
posed new ordinance, which 
is much broader than the or¬ 
dinance he helped repeal. 

The evening before Camp¬ 
bell released the ordinance, a 
coalition of lesbian/gay rights 
and minority groups called on 
the city to speed up work on 
the ordinance. 

Rob Birle, co-chair of the 
Contra Costa Association for 
Gay and Lesbian Organiza¬ 
tion, said, “We would very 
much like to see the City 
Council come up with some¬ 
thing by the end of the year.” 

AGLO was joined in call¬ 
ing for the new ordinance by 
the Asian Coalition for Equal¬ 
ity, the Black Families Associ¬ 
ation, Filipinos for Affirma¬ 
tive Action, the Mexican- 
American Cultural Associa¬ 
tion and the National Organi¬ 
zation for Women. 

Despite this general coali¬ 
tions, support from various mi¬ 
nority group activists, and de¬ 
spite the participation of con¬ 
servative fundamentalist min¬ 
ister Lloyd Mashore in 
preparing the proposed new 
anti-bias ordinance, a 
spokesman for the anti-gay 
Traditional Values Coalition 
expressed concerns about in¬ 
cluding gays and lesbians in 
the proposed new law. 

Mark Zapalik of the local 
TVC said he had some “initial 
concern” about the ordinance 
“because sexual orientation is 
not an immutable characteris¬ 
tic that grants a person true 
minority status.” 

Zapalik also said he did 
not think the new law would 
be accepted by Concord res¬ 
idents. ▼ 


Coach Pleads Not Guilty 
To Obscene Call Charge

The former high school 
basketball coach and teacher 
who was charged last month 
with making obscene and ha¬ 
rassing phone calls to male 
students at the Walnut Creek 
school where he worked has 
pleaded not guilty. 

According to the complaint 
filed Nov. 19, Steve Krieshok, 
28, was charged with two 
counts of annoying a minor 
under the age of 18 years and 
six charges of making ob¬ 
scene and harassing telephone 
calls, all misdemeanor com¬ 
plaints. 

If found guilty, Krieshok 
could face up to a year in the 
county jail in addition to 
fines. 

Krieshok, who was repre¬ 
sented in court by his attor¬ 
ney, Stan Casper, already ad¬ 
mitted to police last month 
that he made the calls. 

But Casper said the “not 
guilty” plea was made to ar¬ 
range for a pretrial confer¬ 
ence with Municipal Court 


Judge Barbara Zuniga and the 
district attorney. 

Casper said that his client 
was now seeing “several men¬ 
tal health specialists” and that 
their pretrial evaluation 
would be important in han¬ 
dling the case. Casper said 
Krieshok apparently made 
the calls because he had been 
under “a great deal of stress” 
recently. 

Walnut Creek police Lt. 
Bruce Cockerham said that 
according to the statements 
given by the students in¬ 
volved, “sexual suggestion 
was certainly there” in the 
calls. Authorities said the tele¬ 
phone calls were allegedly 
made from a Las Lomas High 
School phone during Septem¬ 
ber and October. 

Las Lomas administration 
officials refused to discuss the 
charges and Krieshok could 
not be reached for comment. 

The police are not reveal¬ 
ing the identity of the two 
male students involved be¬ 
cause of their ages. ▼ 


Sonoma Face To Face 
Closes For 11 Days

Confronted with a short¬ 
fall in fundraising and dona¬ 
tions, Sonoma County’s Face 
To Face AIDS agency tem¬ 
porarily closed its Santa Rosa 
office from Dec. 21 through 
Jan. 1. 

The 11-day closure in¬ 
cludes putting staff workers 
at the Santa Rosa branch on 
unpaid leave for five days. 

According to Andrea 
Learned, director of Face To 
Face, the temporary closing 
should save the agency about 
$7,000. 

Volunteers will still be 


available during the closure 
to handle emergencies, 
Learned said, and the agen¬ 
cy’s main office in 
Guerneville will be operating 
as usual during the period. 

Learned said about one- 
quarter of the agency’s 1990- 
91 fiscal budget of $722,000 
comes from fundraisers and 
direct donations to the agen¬ 
cy, which have been less than 
expected. 

The agency’s 13 full-time 
and four part-time workers 
have already had salaries cut 
5 percent this year. ▼

A deadlocked jury has 
forced a Superior Court judge 
in Martinez declare a mistrial 
in the murder trial of Charles 
Carter. 

Carter, 21, was charged 
with the robbery, kidnapping 
and and murder of openly 
gay banker Kenneth Ericksen 
in 1988. 

The murder charge carries 
a possible death sentence for 
Carter if convicted. 

Although the jury could 
not agree on the most serious 
charge facing Carter, they did 
find him guilty of the sepa¬ 
rate charges of kidnapping and 
robbery connected with the 
Sept. 11, 1988, slaying of Er¬ 
icksen. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Phyllis Franks, who is prose¬ 
cuting the case, said, “I 
haven’t gone into many trials 
with as much evidence as 
this. I do intend to try (the 
case) again as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

She said she would ask for 
a new trial on Jan. 3. 

The trial has lasted for 1- 
1/2 months. 

Robert Staedel, 19, was 
found guilty of first-degree 
murder with special circum¬ 
stances in March of this year 
in the case and was sentenced 


to life in prison without the 
possibility of parole. 

According to court records 
in the trial, Carter and 
Staedel met Ericksen at a 
Pleasant Hill adult bookstore 
on the night of Sept. 11, 1988, 
and left with him to have sex 
in a nearby parking lot. 

Based on evidence in the 
Staedel trial, the two young 
men forced Ericksen at gun¬ 
point to undress and stuffed 
him in the trunk of his car 
and took him to nearby Tilden 
Park. 

According to police evi¬ 
dence in the two cases, Carter 
then shot Ericksen twice — 
once in the face and once in 
the arm — as the semi-naked 
man tried to run away. 

In the Staedel trial, prose¬ 
cutors introduced testimony 
that Carter and then given his 
friend Staedel the gun and a 
flashlight to search for the 
wounded man who had rolled 
down an embankment after 
being shot. 

Staedel then fired seven 
more shots into the wounded 
man’s head as he lay near the 
road. 

Carter has also been 
charged with the Aug. 31, 
1988, slaying of another gay 
man, Luis Baro of Hay¬ 
ward. ▼

cy once he was booted out. 

“It cost me credibility as an 
employable person,” Watkins 
said. 

Watkins figures the total 
cost, including his lower in¬ 
come, is easily $150,000 to 
$200,000, which he will never 
be able to recover from the 
government. 

Until this ruling, he also 
would have lost a 15-year pen¬ 
sion. 

Yet for the man who doesn’t 
believe in lying, the decade- 
long struggle has been worth 
the price — not just for himself 
but also for others. 

Watkins thinks his success 
will benefit other gays in the 
military. 

“It’s a very narrow line be¬ 
tween my case and others — 
especially for those with exem¬ 
plary records,” Watkins said. 
“It will weigh very heavily. 
The military will come out and 
change the regulation very, 
very soon.” ▼

“pre-existing” condition, and 
reminds you that it has more 
time than you do. Repeat the 
cycle until someone blinks, 
pays up or dies. 

The Bush administration 
proposal proceeds in the usu¬ 
al “kinder and gentler” for¬ 
mat. You would have to list 
potential “third-party liability” 
on your tax forms; failure to 
report them properly would 
be a federal offense akin to 
tax fraud and evasion. Just 
trying to help y’all, folks! 

Insurers have, predictably, 
claimed that the clearing¬ 
house will force them to raise 
premiums. So any of the 
“saved” billion dollars that 
haven’t simply been ignored 
in the form of denied cover¬ 
age will be passed onto the 
consumers as higher insur¬ 
ance costs. Any savings to the 
government, however, will 
likely be squandered on war 
toys rather than passed along. 
How’s that for leadership? 

MR. MIB's Answer 

Another approach to filling 
the gap left by greedy insur¬ 
ers is the Major Risk Medical 
Board (or Mr. MIB). This is 
California’s new state-funded 
insurance program for people 
denied coverage elsewhere. It 
was mandated by a bill 
passed in 1989, but was 
stalled by Deukmejian for a 
year (add a few more bodies 
to his personal account). MR. 
MIB should start offering 
policies early in 1991. 

This effort is part of the 
trend of having the state in¬ 
sure anyone the industry re-

spite the advertising loss (the 
second the show has endured 
because of gay segments) the 
show’s producers are still free 
to depict the lives of these 
characters as they see fit. 

Democrat Lee Fisher was 
certified as Ohio’s new attor¬ 
ney general last week, having 
defeated his GOP opponent 
by only 1,234 votes out of 
nearly 4 million cast. 

However, reading this 
probably won’t make Arlo 
Smith feel any better. Smith, 
a longtime supporter of gay 
rights, apparently lost his race 
for AG in this state to an anti¬ 
gay Republican by less than 
29,000 out of more than 7 mil¬ 
lion cast (and who says the 
good guys always win?). 

One of Quentin Kopp’s 
closest political advisers is 
quietly telling anyone who 
will listen that despite the 
‘Q’s coyness, the senator is 
itching for a battle with Art 
Agnos and will “almost cer¬ 
tainly” run for the city’s top 
job next year. 

There goes the Board of 
Supes again: this city doesn’t 
have enough problems that 
they want to take over 
PG&E? Whose brainstorm is 
this anyway? What do we do 
next — take over the city’s 
banks? 

The 1992 GOP National 
Convention will be in San 
Diego; it’s a done deal no mat¬ 
ter what Republican flacks 
say. Gov.-elect Ann Richard’s 
victory in Texas took care of 
runner-up Houston’s chances, 
and the announcement this 
week that ex-Klansman 
David Duke is seeking the 
GOP gubernatorial nomina¬ 
tion in Louisiana next year 
doomed the only other site 
choice, New Orleans. 


fuses to cover. As such efforts 
go, it is pretty good. Policies 
will cost $200 to $250 a month 
and have a $500 deductible, 
$2,000 per year maximum 
out-of-pocket cost, and cover 
all prescriptions (including ex¬ 
perimental drugs). 

You have a choice of an 
HMO, a “Preferred Provider” 
plan, or a standard indemnity- 
style plan. 

The coverage is subsidized 
by $30 million raised from the 
cigarette tax. This will likely 
cover 10,000 people; first 
come, first served. (If you’re 
interested, write for an appli¬ 
cation to John Ramy, Health 
and Welfare Agency, Office of 
the Secretary, 1600 Ninth St. 
Room 460, Sacramento CA 
95814.) 

While MR. MIB is a better 
approach to covering the in¬ 
surance gap than Darman’s 
Clearinghouse, it still con¬ 
forms to the general principle 
that the industry is allowed to 
skim the cream off the mar¬ 
ket and leave the unprofitable 
dregs to the care of the state. 

This might work if the 
state showed any genuine in¬ 
terest in providing the needed 
support. Instead, it leaves un¬ 
profitable consumers caught 
between two murderous, 
slow-moving, cold-hearted gi¬ 
ants, who need only to drag 
their heels (a specialty of 
both) in order to win by de¬ 
fault. Money is saved; lives 
are lost. 

At the moment, and until 
someone takes on the insur¬ 
ance industry, there are only 
individual solutions, cases 
in which a person here or there 
wins a case or gets coverage. 
The insurance front of the 
War on HIV is heating up, 
and costing more casualties 
everyday. ▼

tended every session. 

“The board met once in 
Los Angeles/’ Long said, “but 
the rest of the time they’ve 
met in Sacramento at least 
once a month and since Au¬ 
gust the meetings were upped 
to every two weeks. 

“This is the only health in¬ 
surance I can buy in the state 
of California,” Long said. “I 
attended board meetings be¬ 
cause I wanted to have a say 
in how the program was set 
up — and I’ve been able to do 
that. This board, which con¬ 
sists of four men and one 
woman, three of whom were 
appointed by Gov. George 
Deukmejian, have worked 
within the context of the law. 
They have been sensitive to 
the issues and have had to 
make hard decisions on hard 
issues. They’ve done a really 
good job with what they’ve 
had to work with.” 

Long was referring to the 
$30 million budget the board 
has to allocate, which limits 
the number of people who 
can be covered by the insur¬ 
ance to 10,000. 

Long was the person in¬ 
strumental in making sure 
that the words “sexual orien-

be no new AIDS drugs for a 
long time to come.” 

And leading AIDS physi¬ 
cian Marcus Conant com¬ 
plained, “There has been no 
leadership from the Cabinet, 
and decisions are in the hands 
of bureaucrats. Without new 
strategies for testing and li¬ 
censing drugs, people will 
needlessly die.” 

Also present at the news 
conference was Donald 
Abrams, head of the County 
Consortium’s network of 180 
doctors who treat HIVers and 
try out new therapies. 

Abrams presented a state¬ 
ment by the County Consor¬ 
tium calling not for early ap¬ 
proval but at least for expe¬ 
dited review of the data on 
ddl and ddC 

Pointing out that 100,000 
people with HIV infections 
may outlive the benefits of 
AZT, Abrams wondered, “Do 
we have to show (the new 
drugs’) superiority to AZT? 
Isn’t it good enough if they 
only benefit 15 percent of the 
people?” 

Abrams also announced 
that his network of doctors 
was supporting a citizens’ pe¬ 
tition sent to the FDA and 
Congress requesting a quick 
look at the two antivirals. 

Such a petition has legal 
status; the FDA can be sued 
if it decides not to comply 
with the petition’s demands. 
The petition was instigated 
by Jim Driscoll of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate at the sug¬ 
gestion of Dr. Sidney Wolfe, a 
longtime health-care reformer 
from the Washington, DC- 
based group Public Citizen. 

Abrams’ and the County 
Consortium’s stance repre¬ 
sents a significant turnaround 
from their previous cautious 
position on the ddl-ddC con¬ 
troversy. 

At one point, ACT UP 
members were so frustrated 
by the Consortium’s refusal to 
back the push for approving 
the drugs that they were con¬ 
sidering demonstrating at the 
Consortium’s offices. 

Now, Driscoll praises 
Abrams: “Donald Abrams has 
provided the crucial leader¬ 
ship within the medical com¬ 
munity needed to facilitate 


tation” are included in the 
board’s non-discrimination 
clause. 

He also spend at least 
three meetings urging the 
board to include the words 
“health status” in the non-dis¬ 
crimination statement. 

“It’s absolutely essential to 
have health status included in 
these clauses everywhere — 
there is an enormous amount 
of discrimination against peo¬ 
ple with all sorts of diseases 
and although it’s implied in 
the mission of the bill, it was 
necessary to state it — because 
it could be overlooked in the 
Office of Administrative Law 
if the clause was not spelled 
out.” 

The California Faculty As¬ 
sociation, the Lobby for Indi¬ 
vidual Freedom and Equality, 
several unions and the city of 
West Hollywood followed the 
board’s actions and also 
stressed the need to include 
health status in the non-dis¬ 
crimination clause. 

Long is working with the 
board on the concept of do¬ 
mestic partners coverages. 

Long is hopeful that once 
the board is comfortable with 
the fact they are able to im¬ 
plement a domestic partners 
decision that the next step 
will be to find out if they are, 
indeed, willing to do so. ▼ 


ddl’s and ddC’s licensing.” 

Besides the community or¬ 
ganizations, Cooper also is un¬ 
der pressure to act on ddl and 
ddC from Congress and the 
White House. Last month 
Congresswoman Barbara 
Boxer and 25 other represen¬ 
tatives wrote a letter to in¬ 
coming FDA Commissioner 
David Kessler urging expedit¬ 
ed review of the drugs. 

Boxer said: “It is impera¬ 
tive that Kessler make this 
a top priority. His back¬ 
ground as an AIDS pediatric 
physician from a Bronx pub¬ 
lic hospital well qualifies him 
to take a fresh look at medi¬ 
cal evidence supporting these 
drugs.” There is widespread 
speculation that Kessler was 
appointed precisely because 
he was open to arguments 
about speeding drug ap¬ 
proval. 

Then there are the two 
companies, Bristol-Myers and 
Hoffman LaRoche, which are 
losing millions of dollars each 
month on free distribution of 
ddl and ddC to seriously ill 
PWAs who are not respond¬ 
ing to AZT. FDA licensing 
would allow them to sell their 
products rather than give 
them away. 

One community source 
told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“The companies are cooperat¬ 
ing with the activists both 
openly and behind the scenes. 
Bristol-Myers in particular is 
trying to make this a test case 
for changing the FDA’s pro¬ 
cedures.” 

Cooper was thrust into a 
job whose conditions changed 
in unforeseeable ways and 
has considered resigning be¬ 
fore. 

According to ACT UP’s 
Michael Wright, “Cooper did 
a good job of accommodating 
the new realities of patient 
and advocate input into med¬ 
ical deliberations. Most of all, 

I will miss her honesty. She 
had built up open relations 
with a number of activists, 
and you always knew exactly 
where she stood. But this isn’t 
someone who wanted a polit¬ 
ical job. It just wore her 
down.” 

At this point, no one 
knows how her decision to 
step down will effect the ddl- 
ddC saga. 

“My first reaction was: 
‘Good — oh, shit!’ ” Wright 
said. ▼

imous vote. People die of 
AIDS every day because 
they didn’t get the early inter¬ 
vention they needed when 
they needed it. To delay the 
implementation of the board’s 
policy decision could result in 
the deaths of people in this 
city,” he said. 

Sanchez said that among 
the Health Commission’s con¬ 
siderations in delaying the al¬ 
location was whether the 
board would continue to fund 
HIV early intervention ser¬ 
vices in other fiscal years. 

“That’s preposterous,” Ru- 
volo said. “The board came 
up with the funds to start the 
program. It doesn’t take a 
rocket scientist to understand 
the programs have political 
support. They should have 
been able to figure that out. 
My sense is they don’t under¬ 
stand the role of the Health 
Commission in city govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

“The board created the 
Health Commission. If it’s so 
difficult for them to under¬ 
stand their role, maybe we 
don’t need a Health Commis¬ 
sion,” Ruvolo said. 

Gay activist T.J. Anthony, 
aide to outgoing Supervisor 
Richard Hongisto, was 
scathing in his criticism of the 
commission. He confirmed 
that in discussions with acting 
Health Department Director 
Flo Stroud that he informed 
her there was enough activist 
anger about the issue to 
‘“close down the Health De¬ 
partment.” 

According to Anthony, 


Hongisto is extremely angry 
about the action of the com¬ 
mission. 

“Supervisor Hongisto in¬ 
formed commission President 
Edward Chow, M.D., that the 
supervisors have the preroga¬ 
tive, as defined by the city 
charter, to allocate reserves as 
a matter of policy.” 

“Supervisor Hongisto in¬ 
formed Commissioner Chow 
that if the board should choose 
to defund the Health Com¬ 
mission, it could do also do 
that,” Anthony said. 

Sanchez told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the commis¬ 
sion would explore cutting 
existing AIDS programs to 
fund the early intervention 
center. 

“That’s a bully tactic,” re¬ 
sponded Ruvolo. “That threat 
is clearly uncalled for. The 
board has set aside the funds, 
all they have to do is put in a 
request to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee when they’re ready to 
set up the program.” 

According to Anthony, the 
flap concerns two issues. 

“One is an an institutional 
struggle initiated by health 
commissioners against the 
board of supervisors, who do 
not like to be reminded when 
they fail to do their job. The 
second is their failure to do 
their job because the Health 
Commission should have de¬ 
veloped and initiated an early 
intervention program eight 
years ago. 

“They failed to do that. Su¬ 
pervisor Hongisto feels that 
the board has the duty to in¬ 
tervene because the Health 
Commission has failed to do 
its job,” Anthony said. “Some 
of their actions have as their 
origin, pure and simple, ho¬ 
mophobia. There are some 
health commissioners who 
simply hate gays.” ▼

T he Loud Family? Are 
we playing a nostalgia 
game or what? Yes and 
no, and for those of you 
who can’t remember, their 
story, An American Family , 
originally broadcast in 1973 
was a 12-part documentary 
that followed William C. Loud 
& Co. for seven months. 

The Santa Barbara Louds 
hoped they would come off as 
the Kennedys. They did in 
fact make the cover of Time 
and they did come off like the 
Kennedys, but the tragic side. 
William and his wife Pat 
were divorced. Son Lance 
wore blue lipstick and came 
out on national TV as a ho¬ 
mosexual. (The first to ever 
do so on TV.) And many TV 
critics thought the family was 
boring. Well, maybe things 
weren’t that tragic after all. 

Anyway, all 12 one-hour 
episodes are being rebroad¬ 
cast in a New Year’s Day 
Loudathon starting at 7 a.m. 
this week on KQED, plus a 
13th, shot in 1983, when TV 
checked back in with the fam¬ 
ily. (Ed. note: The series will 
also be broadcast, one hour 
per week, Sundays at 5 p.m. 
on KQEC Channel 32, begin¬ 
ning Jan. 6.) “Episode Two,” 
in which Pat visits Lance in 
New York City and stays 
with him at the Chelsea Hotel 
and meets his “gay and artis¬ 
tic friends,” is especially 
heartwarming and worth cap¬ 


turing on videotape. 

The B.A.R. caught up 
with Lance in Los Angeles 
where he now abides without 
any bad habits. Lance is no 
longer a failed gay punk rock 
singer or a druggie or a 
swinger.

Altered States 

Sadao Hasegawa Shoots Us to 
The Farthest Shores of Sexuality 


by John F. Karr 

W hether it be the 
depths of an exis¬ 
tential outer 
space, the unlimit¬ 
ed time fields of mythology, 
or the immediacy of a 
bondage session, the graphic 
art of Sadao Hasegawa shoots 
us to the farthest shores of 
sexuality. 

In the 77 plates of Sadao 
Hasegawa: Paintings and 
Drawings, an oversized new 
collection of the artist’s work 
(GMP Publishers, $49.95), we 
are immersed in ritual, myth 
and hallucinogens. These al¬ 
tered states dazzle our senses 
with the brilliancy of their 
acrylic colors, the precise 
technique of their drawing 
and with their fervid sexuali¬ 
ty. 

Hasegawa is a prominent 
artist in his native Japan, 
where he is known as the 


Japanese Tom of Finland. 
The work of the two men is 
reminiscent in its celebratory 
stance toward male homo¬ 
sex, an emphasis on male- 
male eroticism, and an inter¬ 
est in sado-masochism, ex¬ 
pressed Japanese-style in 
Hasegawa. But the similari¬ 
ties end there. 

Most important, Hasegawa 
is without the cruelty often 
found in Tom, or the interest 
in uniforms that leads some 
to find fascism in Tom’s 
work. Hasegawa depicts hero 
worship, but there is a pro¬ 
found difference in the way 
his men affect each other 
from those Tom creates. 
Much of Tom’s work is root¬ 
ed in domination, and most are 
content to remain with simple 
depictions of the random en¬ 
counters of sailors, cops and 
jocks; all of it stops with or¬ 
gasm.

T he range of gay and 
lesbian artworks that 
speak to and are by¬ 
products of the AIDS 
epidemic is as impressive as 
our community’s response to 
the disease itself. The anger, 
pain and individual and com¬ 
munal growth — however tor¬ 
tuous — experienced by peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and those who 
know and care for them has 
been a dominant motif in gay 
artworks since the mid-1980s, 
and the output of our artists 
has been instrumental in 
helping many of us td process 
the intense emotions engen¬ 
dered directly and indirectly 
by AIDS. 

Gay artists’ reactions to the 
response to AIDS of both the 
U.S. government and our so¬ 
ciety — illustrated in every¬ 
thing from ACT UP graphics 
to the dramas of Robert Ches- 
ley and Larry Kramer, to 
dance/performance pieces by 
Tracy Rhoades and Tim 
Miller, to the films of Arthur 
Bressan, Rosa von Praunheim 
and Phil Zwickler, among 
many other works — repre¬ 
sents a remarkable fusion of 
the aesthetic and the political. 

Lesbian and gay artists 
have been at the forefront of 
the political battles as both ac¬ 
tivists and commentators, in¬ 
volved in protests and zaps 
related specifically to AIDS 
funding or drug testing. They 
have also participated in anti¬ 
censorship campaigns that 
have brought into clear focus 
the relationship between this 
country’s attempts to keep 
gays invisible and its disgrace¬ 
ful, uncaring attitude toward 
the first American victims of 
AIDS. 

Joint Effort 

Above and beyond all of 
these contributions, artists of 
all media have been involved 
in raising money for those 
with AIDS via benefit perfor¬ 
mances and exhibitions. One 
of the first benefits of the 
new year involves a joint ef¬ 
fort of artists — Dance Bay 
Area’s Parachute Fund — and 
activists — ACT UP/Golden 
Gate — who are presenting 
“Dance Against Indifference” 
Jan. 5, 8 p.m. at Theater Ar¬ 
taud. The Dance Bay Area 
Parachute Fund is an emer¬ 
gency fund that supports 
members of the dance com¬ 
munity with AIDS and other 


and the way he has gone on 
to live his life”; and The High 
Risk Group, who recreate 
their Brides of Frankenstein, 
which premiered at a Novem¬ 
ber benefit for STEPS. 

Pop Trio to Host 

The host of the program is 
the pop trio Absolut Man- 
pussy, which consists of Dar- 
rell-Lynn Alvarez, Philip 
Horvitz and Christian Huy- 
gen. The group, whose one 
and only appearance to date 
was at 1800 Square Feet’s 
“Fagwork” event during the 
Folsom Street Fair, likes to, 
said member Horvitz on the 
phone last week, “reorganize, 
embellish, choreograph and 
add on lyrics” to pop songs to 
“suit our agenda.” 

Asked what that agenda 
was, Horvitz repeated the 
question to one of his associ¬ 
ates, who was heard in the 
background to say, “Queer 
Revolution by Example.” 

After repeating this an¬ 
swer, with conviction, Horvitz 
said that the group hoped to 
add some humor to the (not 
totally humorless, in any case) 
proceedings Jan. 5. 

“I think we were asked to 
emcee because our work is 
life-positive, sex-positive and 
fun. The implication is that 
you can have a sense of hu¬ 
mor or theatricality and not 
be brainless. That you can 
deal with serious themes 
without being dire.” 

Several of the participants, 
including Ellen Webb (she 
will present Dreams of Per¬ 
sonal Satisfaction, from 
which Companion is excerpt¬ 
ed, in late January), Absolut 
Manpussy (a New Langton 
Arts show in February) and 
Contraband (March work¬ 
shops) have individual events 
upcoming in the near future, 
so an additional benefit of 
this benefit is that it provides 
an opportunity to “sample” in 
one sitting the works of a 
number of artists whose 
works attempt to make sense 
of our experience of AIDS. 

Tickets to “Dancing 
Against Indifference” are $12- 
$100, slidingscale, and may be 
ordered by calling the The¬ 
ater Artaud Box Office at 621- 
7797. Tickets are also avail¬

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Gay Men Popping 
Up Everywhere 

Has the 'Homosexualization of 
America Finally Come to Pass?

S o many gay men and 
topics popped up on 
prime time commer¬ 
cial TV last week I 
began to think that 
perhaps one-half of the vaunt¬ 
ed “homosexualization of 
America” predicted years ago 
had actually come to pass. 

A gay TV anchor, a male- 
male kiss, two news-oriented 
shows featuring gay men here 
and abroad, and a does-ex- 
pressing-your-feelings-make- 
you-gay? discussion on a sit¬ 
com — all in the same week — 
was nearly overwhelming. 

And although the air¬ 
waves’ flash flood of queer¬ 
ness did leave one with ques¬ 
tions — Where were the wom¬ 
en? Why no men of color? Is 
gay-as-AIDS-victim the only 
sympathetic, non-controver- 
sial way to present us? Does 
comedy ultimately reinforce 
the things at which it pokes 
fun? — knowing how much 
easier it is for television sim¬ 
ply to ignore us, one had to 
be impressed. 

As luck would have it, the 
week’s only fictional gay char-

acters appeared opposite each 
other at 10 p.m. Tuesday on 
ABC’s thirtysomething and 
NBC’s Lifestories. 

thirtysomething's Russell 
and Peter, last seen sharing a 
post-coital cig a year ago 
November, broke up at the 
end of that show and hadn’t 
met again — even in reruns, 
compliments of a fundamen¬ 
talist protest — until last Tues¬ 
day’s New Year’s Eve party 
episode. 

Embarrassing Reunion 

Each turned up at the par¬ 
ty not realizing the other had 
been invited. Soooo embar¬ 
rassing. The motif for the 
night was communication dif¬ 
ficulties, so the fellas fit right 
in, avoiding each other as 
deftly as the husbands/wives 
boyfriends/girlfriends did 
themselves. 

The stroke of midnight 
found the gents kissing 
though, and if their pecks on 
the cheek were less passion¬ 
ate than the smooches of the 
party’s straights, it was more 
than the guys had managed in 
bed the year before. Such 
progress. Maybe next year 
they’ll have sex during the 


show instead of the commer¬ 
cial. 

I’m being glib here, and 
perhaps I shouldn t, because 
Messrs. Zwick and Her- 
skovitz, who produce thir¬ 
tysomething, could have 
saved themselves the grief 
they’ll doubtless get for “pro¬ 
moting the homosexual 
lifestyle” by dropping the two 
recurring characters. I sus¬ 
pected as much would hap¬ 
pen even though Mr. Zwick 
insisted to this paper last 
summer they would be back 
this season. 

That aside, it was gratify¬ 
ing — though I’ve pangs about 
being too thankful for mere 
crumbs — to see two gay men, 
however peculiar (but then 
again, so are all the straights 
on thirtysomething), accepted 
without reservation by the 
other characters. 

And one of the guys was 
clearly a downright party 
plus. He played a mean piano 
(Big Chill stuff, natch) and 
did scenes from Rosemary’s 
Baby — and without coming 
off like one of the Boys in the 
Band to boot! 

Homosexuality Made 
Real 

Over on Lifestories, the 
manager of a television sta¬ 
tion whose gay newscaster 
spills the beans on the air 
about his lover’s death from 
AIDS has to deal with a prob¬ 
lem similar to the one with 
which Zwick and Herskovitz 
have to deal in real life, 
namely sponsor and audience 
reaction to male homosexual¬ 
ity made real. 

In this case, the station 
manager overreacts. The au¬ 
dience is moved by the re¬ 
ports, reminiscent of Paul 
Wynne’s here on KGO, and 
the boss has to relent and 
leave our gay newscaster on 
the air, even though one Con¬ 
gressman Koppelmeyer (a 
Frankensteinan monster cre¬ 
ated from a Wm. Dannemey- 
er son and Ted Koppel’s 
loose cannon daughter?) is 
constantly on the horn to 
protest. 

The Lifestories episode 
was an effective evocation of 
how AIDS can affect a (rich) 
gay man’s life. As with most 
network depictions of gays, it 
was more for the “mass” audi¬ 
ence than for us. (Except 
those of us who are fixated 
on such father-to-his-son inter¬ 
changes as this one on 
Lifestories: “Was I too pas¬ 
sive? Was your mother too 
domineering?... What are you 
trying to do to us?”) 

But there were several 
touching moments, and I 
don’t believe as many people 
in one sitting, even given 
Lifestories’ so-so ratings, 
about what his lover meant to 
him as the newscaster does 
on the show. One might 
quibble that the drama re¬ 
volves around homosexuality 
as a “problem,” but one can¬ 
not deny that the show re¬ 
flected a situation many gays 

Back at ABC Wednesday 
night, in a 15-20 minute seg¬

ment on Sex in the Soviet 
Union, the stern Ted Koppel 
quizzed a gaggle of Soviet 
gays and some medical and 
political officials about sexual¬ 
ity, AIDS awareness and the 
relationship of “promiscuity 
and ignorance” to the spread 
of HIV in the U.S.S.R. 

Most of what Koppel dis¬ 
covered abroad — calls for dra¬ 
conian testing measures by 
government officials, fear of 
discovery (a major motivating 
factor in the Lifestories 
episode), education efforts sti¬ 
fled by the country’s reluc¬ 
tance to speak about sex — 
happens here as well. I found 
myself wishing Koppel had 
acknowledged more directly 
parallels to our own society. 


at a New Year's 
Eve party. 


Lesbians made their only 
prime-time appearance of the 
week on Sex in the Soviet 
Union. Unfortunately, they 
were only given enough time 
to say that there too they are 
invisible before Ted pulled 
the plug on them. 

Despite the above com¬ 
plaints, the segment was com¬ 
pelling, if only because it 
made clear how severe life is 
for people like us in the Sovi¬ 
et Union. 

I couldn’t help comparing 
the fictional gays on Lifesto¬ 
ries and thirtysomething to 


those on KRON’s low-key but 
eloquent testament to AIDS 
volunteers last Friday, In the 
Spirit of the Season. For all 
the real-life trials they faced, 
the latter seemed much more 
at peace, and infinitely more 
“real,” than their more com¬ 
plex fictional counterparts. 

It underscored for me why 
so many lesbian and gay film¬ 
makers of the 1970s turned to 
the documentary form to ex¬ 
press who we are and to cut 
through stereotypical concep¬ 
tions of us as reinforced by

Cinematic Moments High and Low in 1990

T his was decidedly not 
the most scintillating 
year of film creativity. 
The “embarrassment” 
of “riches” was far greater 
among the “slightest” films of 
the year than among the best 
(where even by No. 5 serious 
flaws started to creeping). 

We’ve attended to almost 
all of the films on the Best 
list in these pages sometime 
this year, so the briefest of re¬ 
caps will suffice: 

My fondness for fantasy 
fare kindles inclusion for 
Arachnophobia (the audience 
workout of the year, though 
people still raise their eye¬ 
brows at the thought of tak¬ 
ing a spider movie seriously). 
Jacob’s Ladder (a very down 
film by comparison, had some 
soft spots in its narrative, but 
its hallucinogenic insistence 
and virulent integrity over¬ 
came all these). Together 
these two are the Mutt and 
Jeff, the salt ’n’ pepper of sci- 
fi/fantasy this year. 

Stylistic Punches 

Goodfellas, The Grifters 
(the latter to be reviewed in 
detail when it opens locally in 
January — suffice to say that 
this stylish punch to the solar 
plexus is one of the year’s top 
delights), Miami Blues and 
The Godfather Part III con¬ 


firm that film noir/gangster is 
still a very viable genre (de¬ 
spite the lapse of Miller’s 
Crossing). And doubly deadly 
in that the mayhem is infused 
with morally compromising 
humor. Martin Scorsese 
should be honored finally for 
his contribution to American 
Cinema over the last decades. 
But don’t hold your breath. 

May Fools and Labyrinth 
of Passion are the year’s finest 
foreign films with the latter 
being no contest 1990s most 
delectable comedy. (Even 
though it was originally made 
by Pedro Almodovar in 1982, 
it has only now finally gotten 
commercial distribution.) 

Paris is Burning has yet to 
open but Jennie Livingston’s 
touching and bravura study of 
New York Voguing Balls is 
1991’s knockout documentary, 
as the enthusiastic patrons 
who packed houses at gay 
and lesbian film festivals will 
attest. John Boskovich and 
Sandra Bernhard’s Without 
You I’m Nothing defies cate¬ 
gories and is inventive, stun¬ 
ning and somehow, expense- 
wise, refreshingly modest—in 
inverse ratio to its quality. 

Dances With Wolves is 
old-guard cinema done with 
style and panache, while Re¬ 
versal of Fortune has the 
year’s best performances and 
script (too bad the direction is 
not in their league). The Rus¬ 



sia House conversely has the 
breathtaking Fred Schepisi at 
the helm with mesmerizing 
Sean Connery, Michelle Pfeif¬ 
fer and James Fox in the 
leads, but Tom Stoppard’s 
spy vs. spy narrative convolu¬ 
tions (based on John Le Carre) 
are too confusing and ellipti¬ 
cal (Godard’s Breathless is 
even invoked at one point) to 
carry the ho hum lightweight

betrayals and double and 
triple crosses. 

I reserved the 10th slot on 
the Best list for four flawed 
films — Reversal of Fortune, 
The Russia House, May 
Fools, The Godfather Part III 
— that were still ultimately 
very good and surely worth 
supporting. 

Pride of Place 

Of course such irre¬ 
deemable fare as The Adven¬ 
tures of Ford Fairlane (not 
even fun in any kind of awful 
camp way) or Blind Fury 
(Huh, what was that?) 
shouldn’t merit the attention 
of a list of cinema’s slightest 
efforts this year. Rather it’s 
those pretentious, expensive, 
“quality,” “prestige” items that 
should be given pride of 
place. 

The modesty of Metropoli¬ 
tan and Pump Up The Vol¬ 
ume saves each of them from 
the lower depths as do Laura 
Dern and the Talk Dirty 
scene in Wild at Heart. The 
strikebreaking sequence in 
Last Exit to Brooklyn briefly 
lifts that vehicle from the tru¬ 
ly and exclusively terrible. 
Coming Out has too limited 
an audience, ditto for C’Est 
La Vie. Kurosawa’s Dreams 
is merely an embarrassment

Ghost and Total Recall. 

Susan Sarandon saves 
White Palace from inclusion, 
as does Billie Whitelaw for 
The Krays, but spunky 
Melanie Griffith can’t salvage 
either the consummately dis¬ 
mal Pacific Heights or The 
Abomination of the Vanities. 
Dark Man and Die Hard 2 
are just harmless pulp while 
Henry and June is merely the 
Middlebrow’s delight. 

Listen Up: Lives of Quin¬ 
cy Jones plays the documen¬ 
tary devil’s advocate to the 
angelic Paris is Burning.

Kinetic Momentum

T here is quite a bit of 
movie going on in the 
third installment of 
Francis Ford Coppo¬ 
la’s The Godfather series. Al¬ 
though the film falters in 
spots and suffers from 
weighty miscalculations, its 
sheer cinematic sweep and ac¬ 
complished visual finesse win 
one over in the end. 

Opening in New York in 
1979 and climaxing several 
years later in Palermo, Sicily, 
Coppola once more traces the 
murderous concerns of Amer¬ 
ica’s favorite Mafioso family, 
the Corleones. The filmmaker 
eschews the pep and go of 
Scorsese’s more modish 
Goodfellas (and suffers for it 
in some plodding sequences) 
in favor of a vivid, operatic 
approach, one which pays off 
amply in the stunning, almost 
half-hour long finale. 

A1 Pacino is again the pa¬ 
triarch Michael, and his per¬ 
formance is, like much else in 
the work, a mixed blessing. 
His smirking sense of humor 
— as he delivers the line “Be¬ 
yond redemption” while seek¬ 
ing absolution from a future 
pope — is evidence that at his 
best he can deliver a perfor¬ 
mance full of nuance. But he 


is uneven in The Godfather 
Part III, as though the sullen 
weight of the role has thrust 
him on automatic. 

Diane Keaton repeats her 
useless, thankless Kay turn, 
and whenever she’s on the 
temperature drops. But Andy 
Garcia as cousin Vincent is a 
budding star — watch out, 
Alec Baldwin! — and Coppola 
wisely capitalizes on his sure¬ 
fire charisma in making him 
the omnipresent second lead. 

Eli Wallach overacts 
shamelessly but Talia Shire is 
quasi-brilliant as sister Con¬ 
nie, all gussied up like a chic, 
vengeful Medea, blithely 
sending men to their deaths 
before kneeling in church to 
cross herself. George Hamil¬ 
ton was the obverse of 
Keaton: One had to smile ev¬ 
ery time his sleazy-yet-dapper 
gangland lawyer filled the 
frame. This was astutely sub¬ 
lime casting and a refined, 
polished performance. 

Big trouble with Sofia 
Coppola as ingenue daughter 
Mary, however. I’m sure she’s 
a nice young woman, but 
that’s part of the problem: no 
technique. Acting isn’t just be¬ 
ing photographed. It’s an art 
form, requiring expertise, 
poise and the ability to deliv-

drained of any image you’d 
ever want to encounter again 
(much less the first time). 

The other garbage has 
been skewered previously 
hereabouts, save for that joint 
height of pretension and fey 
unwatchableness cunningly 
called Dick Tracy. It took me 
months to catch up with this 
turkey and only minutes to 
high tail it in the opposite di¬ 
rection. 

Disastrous 'Bonfire' 

Havana may be appalling¬ 
ly banal but The Bonfire of 
the Vanities has got to be the 
most devastating miscalcula¬ 
tion in many a moon. Had 
there been a producer on this 
disaster he might have pulled 
the plug — or Brian De Palma 
aside to let him know noth¬ 
ing was working. That the 
pace was off, the tone shrill 
and the points woefully bela¬ 
bored. 

This film is so bad it’s al¬ 
most hypnotizing (when one 
isn’t groaning). You may have 
to see it to believe it. I don’t 
mind so much that it’s ethical¬ 
ly obscene (even those of you 
without insult detectors won’t 
have trouble discerning the 
“isms” abounding here — 
racism, sexism, heterosexism, 
classism to name but a few, 
but I do that it’s so stagger¬ 
ingly bad). Had not the names 
of Hanks, Willis, Griffith, de 
Palma and Wolfe been at¬ 
tached to the work it never 
would have been released. 

The film contains an incredi¬ 
bly insensitive and dishonest 
anti-AIDS sequence that per¬ 
petuates the misconception 
that one can get AIDS from 
touching people. 

Individually, “throwaway” 
gay gags often seem like 
they’re not worth the trouble 
to protest. But cumulatively, 
as film history has amply 
proven, they do great dam¬ 
age. Take an otherwise relent¬ 
lessly trivial movie named 
Green Card, produced, di¬ 
rected and written by Peter 
Weir. The running joke in the 


film has hero Gerard Depar¬ 
dieu constantly amend his job 
description as a composer of 
ballet music — not an overly 
subscribed vocation, one 
would think — with the quali¬ 
fication that, “Of course, I’m 
not gay.” 

To which everyone ex¬ 
presses relief, muttering, “Oh 
good!” and so on. Depardieu 
early on explains that he 
doesn’t “want to be gay” and 
everyone concurs and com¬ 
miserates. Apparently to 
Weir, homosexuality is a ma¬ 
jor liability. There’s hardly 
another message to be gotten 
from the gag, which has been 
repeated in various forms 
since the silent era. 

Mention should be made 
of a few plus-column also 
rans: I liked a lot Altman’s 
Vincent and Theo, the 
charmingly rabid German 
comedy The Nasty Girl by 
Michael Verhoeven, the un¬ 
justly and much maligned 
The Two Jakes, the fairly 
confident The Hunt for Red 
October, the experimental 
narratives of Pink Ulysses 
and The Natural History of 
Parking Lots, the fun fare of 
Flat liners, the avant garde 
works by Jonas Mekas (Andy 
Warhol), Mattias Mueller 
(The Memo Book) and the 
Austrian Martin Arnold 
(Piece Touche), the Aus¬ 
tralian Blood Oath (Mill Val¬ 
ley Film Festival) and the 
Polish A Short Film About 
Love by Kieslowski (San 
Francisco Film Festival). In 
addition to the films at the 
San Francisco gay film fest 
mentioned above, I admired 
the French Prisonnieres by 
Charlotte Silvera and Stuart 
Marshall’s Comrades In 
Arms. I even enjoyed mo¬ 
ments of Almodovar’s latest 
release, Tie Me Up! Tie Me 
Down!, though the totality is 
hardly a success. 

You can easily still sample 
Goodfellas, Dances With 
Wolves, The Grifters, The 
Russia House, Reversal of 
Fortune and The Godfather 
Part III before 1991 wipes 
the slate clean. ▼ 



er a line. In her scenes with 
Garcia and Pacino one feels 
uneasy for her at how much 
she’s shown up, then sorry for 
them at how much she’s 
pulling them down. Gloria 
Graheme had a crooked smile 
too, but Sofia’s lips may be 
the most unfortunate in film- 
dom. In any case, her perfor¬ 
mance causes the film to wob¬ 
ble and teeter whenever she’s 
about. 

Crime and Religion 

But the work bounces 
back. The heavy emphasis on 
the gleefully scandalous cou¬ 
pling of the Roman Catholic 
Church with mobsters gets 
my wholehearted approval. 
Organized religion and orga¬ 
nized crime are made to seem 


the most amicable of bedfel¬ 
lows. Coppola makes an apt 
comparsion of these in¬ 
trigues of the rich and power¬ 
ful — bankers, clergy, crimi¬ 
nals — to the incest, poisonous 
betrayals and backstabbing of 
the legendary Borgias, a theme 
also explored by The God¬ 
fathers’ illustrious predeces¬ 
sor, Howard Hawks’ Scarf ace. 
And a book could be written 
alone on the exquisite and 
sumptuous cinematography of 
Gordon Willis — among the 
best this year. 

But the elaborate climax — 
almost a movie in itself— dis¬ 
pels all previous reservations. 
Yes, several of the tics of the 
two previous efforts are trot¬ 
ted out. And it’s unfortunate 
that Coppola opts for the 


same music Scorsese’s al¬ 
ready sculptured in Raging 
Bull (Mascagni’s “Cavalleria 
Rusticana”). Despite this, the 
intercuttings in Palermo’s 
opera house of various nefar¬ 
ious plots and assassinations 
as an intriguing staging of the 
opera is as well evolving, are 
so suspenseful, engaging and 
breathtakingly cinematic — re¬ 
minding one of The Man 
Who Knew Too Much —that 
one is completely enthralled. 
After toughing it out through 
a slew of bad movies in the 
last few weeks, it was great at 
last to encounter kinetic mo¬ 
mentum. ▼

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Two Feminist Films Get Short Run atRoxie 

Listen to the Women

S ome people would like 
to think of the present 
as the era of post-femi¬ 
nism. That the work 
has been done, the tears have 
been cried, the rage has been 
purged. That there are a only 
few recalcitrant throwbacks 
to earlier times who haven’t 
seen the progress made and 
who persist in making things 
messy for everyone else. That 
what’s interesting is the study 
of feminism, not the action of 
feminism. 

Post-feminism. It almost 
conjures up visions of aging 
Bolsheviks sitting around a 
table in drab, baggy clothing 
reminiscing about the revolu¬ 
tion. 

There are two films play¬ 
ing at the Roxie for two days 
only — A Question of Silence, 
by Dutch director Marleen 
Gorris, and Born in Flames, 
written and directed by 
American-born filmmaker 
Lizzie Borden. Both films call 
into question the relevance of 
feminist activism today. 

This double bill is an ex¬ 
cellent combo, and the Roxie 
should be congratulated for 
bringing it to us, although 
their good deed is severely 
undercut by the theatre’s adver¬ 
tising of the films as a “Fem¬ 
inist Revenge!! Fest.” While 
I’m sure the folks at the Rox¬ 
ie thought this was a catchy 
way to promote booking, it is 
nevertheless offensive. Worse 
yet, it has very little to do 
with the ultimate intent of the 
program. The dominant 
theme of these films — A 
Question of Silence in partic¬ 
ular — far from being revenge, 
is rage born of exasperation. 

Borden is the director who 
made Working Girls. Her 
Born in Flames is an earlier 
offering (1983), and bears Bor¬ 
den’s cinema verite stamp. 
The film opens in the future 
on the tenth anniversary of 
the revolution which has 
brought peace, prosperity, 
equality, and a true socialist 
democracy to the United 
States. Well, not for everyone. 
Women, it seems, are still get¬ 
ting the shaft, literally and fig¬ 
uratively. The Great Revolu¬ 
tion has failed to deal with 
rampant sexism and even 
more rampant heterosexism. 
In the women’s world, there 
is unemployment, rape, job 
discrimination —• and only a 
few hollow political platitudes 
as a palliative. 

Borden does not show a 
group of women united 


against this fake revolution¬ 
ary success. She lays bare the 
painful truth of factions with¬ 
in a group struggling for iden¬ 
tity and integrity. Her women 
characters are likable, but not 
always. They are admirable, 
but not ^consistently. The' 
men, on the other hand, are 
nearly uniformly bad guys. 
The story is told with a great 
deal of wit and spark, if with 
a bit too much rhetoric and 
jargon; though as a story, as 
allegory, even the rhetoric is 
appropriate. 

Allegorical Murder 

Also an allegory, A Ques¬ 
tion of Silence is undoubted¬ 
ly the more powerful of the 
two offerings. Cinematically 
slick, professionally acted, 
and possessing subtle, well- 
crafted levels of meaning and 
interpretation, Silence is the 
one that will lead to late-night 
discussions at any of the cof¬ 
fee houses on 16th Street. 

The plot is deceptively 
simple. Three women, who 
do not know each other, hap¬ 
pen to be shopping in the 
same boutique at the same 
time. As if on cue, they pro¬ 
ceed to coolly and violently 
murder the unknown, ineffec¬ 
tual male proprietor of the 
shop while four other women 
look on in mute support. The 
woman psychiatrist assigned 
to the case by the courts must 
determine if the three women 
involved in the murder were 
sane, and so responsible for 
their actions. Allegory? 

According to film histori¬ 
an, Jeanette Murphy, detrac¬ 
tors of the film — mostly men 
— have cried separatist vio¬ 
lence. Separatist supporters of 
the film have cheerfully sup¬ 
ported that view. Non-sepa¬ 
ratist supporters — mostly 
women — have left the film 
in tears, with new resolve to 
feminist action. Few have left 
the film without having been 
strongly effected, deeply 
touched. 

Whereas the men (and

some of the women) in the fu¬ 
turistic world of Born in 
Flames are quick to insist 
that women have made so 
much progress — and are in¬ 
deed making even more 
progress — toward equality, 
the men of A Question of Si¬ 
lence are not even aware of 
the women. Each and every 
man in Silence is guilty of 
condescension, and of an un¬ 
conscious yet quite physical 
oppression of women. Per¬ 
haps the unconscious nature 
of the oppression in the 
Dutch film makes the film all 
the more chilling and real. 

Male bashing? Please, 
don’t get me started. An op¬ 
pressed group is not capable 
of “bashing” its oppressor. It 
may, through allegory, point 
out the oppression itself. This 
is not bashing, and those who 
think it is are as far off the 
point as the men in the film 
whose oblivion renders them 
unable to decipher the wom¬ 
en’s (not all that complicated, 
were they listening) communi¬ 
cations to them. 

Lesbian content is surpris¬ 
ingly vivid in both films. In 
Born in Flames, the lesbians 
are the leaders of the counter¬ 
revolution. In A Question of 
Silence, the lesbianism is in¬ 
herent in every single wom¬ 
an. The clued-in viewer will 
be asking, is she? This is 
brought home in the powerful 
confrontation during which 
one of the murderers runs her 
hands down the body of the 
psychiatrist — lovingly, yet 
without touching her at all. 
A powerful metaphor for 
“feminism is the theory, les¬ 
bianism is the practice,” as 
well as a metaphoric initia¬ 
tion of the psychiatrist. 

At the end of the film, I 
laughed with the women in 
the film as the ludicrous na¬ 
ture of their situation hit 
home, and then found myself 
weeping uncontrollably on 
and off for an hour. 

Revenge? No, unfortunate¬ 
ly- 

Rage? Yes, and powerfully 
expressed. 

Post-feminism? Some 
might think so, but the name 
sounds more like that of a 
breakfast cereal to me. These 
are two sharply dangerous 
and articulate cries of femi¬ 
nism, of frustration, impa¬ 
tience, and menace. Don’t 
miss them. ▼

Short, But Also Sweet 


Voyages Out 1: Lesbian Short Fiction 

by Paula Martinac and Carla Tomaso; Seal Press, $8.95 

The One You Call Sister 

Edited by Paula Martinac; Cleis Press, $9.95

V oyages Out 1 is the 
first of a series by 
Seal Press “designed 
to showcase the work 
of lesbian fiction writers 
whose work has not been pre¬ 
viously collected.” The deci¬ 
sion to feature the work of 
two writers in each volume in 
the series is a good one, and 
gives each volume a stylistic 
coherence that is not present 
in most anthologies. It also 
gives each author an opportu¬ 
nity to avoid being typed as a 
particular kind of writer 
based on too limited a sam¬ 
ple. The first volume, pub¬ 
lished late last year and still 
available around town, 
promises that the series will 
be a wonderful addition to 
lesbian libraries. 

Paula Martinac and Carla 
Tomaso are powerful writers. 
Martinac is concerned with 
families, those defined by bi¬ 


ology and those defined by af¬ 
fection. In “Strangers in the 
Night” a father and his daugh¬ 
ter reach a limited under¬ 
standing of each other, and a 
more important acceptance of 
each in the other’s life while 
sharing the loss of wife and 
mother. The references to 
loss are oblique, but poignant, 
as when the father says, “I 
know (your mother) got upset 
about you. ... But if she was 
here ... if she was here, I’d tell 
her the only thing worth get¬ 
ting upset about is somebody 
dying.” 

“Like Mother, Like...” ex¬ 
plores the ways in which a 
politically correct, lesbian 
mother can distance herself 
from her needy, straight 
daughter, suggestingthat obe¬ 
dience to the banner of the 
correct is meaningless if not 
tempered by kindness and 
compassion. In “A Matter of 
Convenience” Jo discovers 
that her lover is much more 



attractive when she is asleep, 
and much too smothering 
when she is awake, even if 
they do have “tooth-rattling 
sex.” 

Martinac’s stories do not 
experiment with form. Her 
plots are linear and her narra¬ 
tive style realistic. But within 
the constraints of the form, 
she comments wisely on the 
ways in which we need each 
other. And in “Sex Among 
the Bukovacs” she comments 
humorously as well; “The 
first time I had sex ... was 
with a girl named Dale. ... I 
wrote my parents a letter. My 
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mother was so excited to get 
it, she saved it to read to the 
whole family at Sunday din¬ 
ner. That was how she, my fa¬ 
ther, my two sisters, their 
husbands, and my niece, who 
was still too young to under¬ 
stand, found out about me 
and Dale.” 

Betrayal and Loss 

Tomaso writes eloquently 
about betrayal and loss. Her 
stories are darker, and in an 
odd way more intimate that 
Martinac’s. Most are written 
in the first person, and there 
is a very real sense of being 
allowed into one person’s 
mind, to observe the myster¬ 
ies, to experience a contact 
that distances while it enclos¬ 
es. Tomaso takes a wonderful 
amount of time to portray lo¬ 
cations, reactions, feelings, 
and these descriptions give 
her stories a wonderful rich¬ 
ness, rare in the form. 

In “Avalon” a woman dis¬ 
cusses, in cool, measured 
prose, her job, her psychia¬ 
trist, and being raped. The 
rape is more horrifying for 
the emotionless, detached de¬ 
scription, than for the brutal¬ 
ity of the act. “My Father, the 
Novelist” recreates himself, 
and his history as he tells the 
story of his life to his daugh¬ 
ter, who is cursed with a life 
that is fixed by fact, not mal¬ 
leable like fiction. 

Lesbian relationships are 
not ignored in this collection. 
Tomaso writes with grace 
about betrayal in “I Love You 
More Than Anything” and 
about new, not quite right 
love in “Stranger.” Again, the 
willingness to take the neces¬ 
sary time to flesh out descrip¬ 
tive passages makes these sto¬ 
ries a sensual pleasure. 

Sister as 'Prototype' 

The One You Call Sister 
is a collection based on that 
most significant female expe¬ 
rience — that of sister. And 
the sister in the title refers to 
the biological friend (or foe) 
that plagues our childhood 



and fulfills our adulthood. In 
her introduction, Martinac 
suggests that sisters may be 
“prototypes for our relation¬ 
ships with other women as 
friends and lovers, because 
they are our first female

peers.” This collection sug¬ 
gests that biological sister¬ 
hood may be at least as prob¬ 
lematic (and as splendid) as 
the other, later sisterhoods 
that we experience. 

The sisters in these 15 sto¬ 
ries are of various ages, class¬ 
es, and degrees of closeness,

T he players of this nov¬ 
el seem to have jobs 
that allow unlimited 
time and resources to 
pursue more and better and 
livelier sexual adventures. My 
first question, I suppose, is 
how do I get a job like that? 
I’m not certain, but if, as the 
novel suggests, a certain 
amount of beauty (flawless 
physical perfection, actually) 
and a willingness to have sex 
on airplanes are two impor¬ 
tant qualifications, I’d better 
not quit my job. 

Players is not a novel 
about safety, and there is no 
suggestion that safer sex 
ought to be practiced. Indeed, 
the subject never comes up. 
This is, instead, a fantasy of 
unending sexual conquest, 
and conquest is the operative 
word. 

These women are not les¬ 
bian feminists seeking sub¬ 
lime sisterhood. They are, 
rather, lesbian studs, interest¬ 
ed only in winning. And in 
the world of the novel, win¬ 
ning is defined as the ability 



to remain untouched emotion¬ 
ally while turning a woman 
into a sexual slave. The more 
pubic scalps displayed on 
their belts, the better, as if the 
act of conquering were an 
end in itself. 

The novel experiments 
with style, as Ruby, in the 
first person, comments on the 
scenes that have been report¬ 
ed by a third-person narrator. 
This shifting of focus enables 
the reader to experience both 
the highs of sexual abandon 
and the lows that come with 
morning-after reflection.' 

The shifts in time are in¬ 
teresting as well, as Ruby re¬ 
calls her adventures in the 
present, having lived them in 
the past.

“It’s not a concert,” says 
Rhiannon, Bay Area lesbian 
singer/storyteller and member 
of Voicestra, “none of us want 
this to be commercial in any 
way.” 

Rather, it’s an evening of 
spiritual healing through 
song. Rhiannon, whose per¬ 
formances are well-known by 
both lesbians and gay men for 
their warmth, sense of joy, 
and commitment to spiritual 
healing, went on to explain 
the premise: 

“This time of year is diffi¬ 
cult for all people, and espe¬ 
cially so for lesbians and gay 
men. We’ve made so many 
changes in our lives — and the 
concept of family is so differ¬ 
ent. We need a way to release 
into winter — that deep heal¬ 
ing darkness from which we 

can eventually open again 
into spring.” 

Sung in a Circle 

The music itself will be 
sung in a circle, by Voicestra, 
and by anyone who wants to 
join in. Rather than a song, or 
carol, in the 20th-century tra¬ 
ditional sense, the music will 
be what Rhiannon terms 
“chant singing,” or “trance 
singing.” Sounds, not words,

will form the music. “Voices¬ 
tra wants to be a spirit voice,” 
she adds, “not a one-night 
concert band.” 

Lauren Artress is the 
Canon Pastor of Grace Cathe¬ 
dral, and the director of 
Quest. I asked her why might 
readers of the B.A.R. be in¬ 
terested in attending or par¬ 
ticipating. 

“It’s about healing,” she 


stressed, “and the gay and les¬ 
bian community is’ suffering. 
Be it AIDS, different forms of 
recovery, or struggling with 
not being able to accept their 
own sexual orientation, gays 
and lesbians are reaching out 
for health in a society that 
does not want to support the 
health of gays and lesbians.” 

Both the Canon Pastor and 
Bobby McFerrin will be pre¬ 
sent for the entire 24 hours of 
what promises to be a healing 
ritual unique in the world this 
season. McFerrin will be 
singing and/or conducting the 
group for eight of the hours. 

The service will be non-de- 
nominational. Canon Pastor 
Artress assures that the aim is 
to include people. Some tradi¬ 
tional Episcopal services will 
be offered during the event, 
but there is no pressure to ob¬ 
serve or participate in these. 

“People are encouraged to 
claim their own space here,” 
said Artress. “They may want 
to sit and meditate; they may 
want to listen to the music;

L ast week, when this 
paper was being ac¬ 
cused of sensational¬ 
ism over its Martin 
Luther King cover story, 
Catalina video mailed us their 
latest tape, Black Alley: 
South Of The Border, de¬ 
scribed on the jacket as “a 
black and Latin boner-fest.” 
It’s nice to know that some¬ 
one, somewhere, still cares 
about racial harmony. 

So, this week, let’s ponder 
ethnicity in porn. Take Black 
Alley’s newcomer Johnny 
Rahm (everyone else does). 
His quiet, attractive exterior, 
disguises a soul of dedicated 
sluttiness — just like Joey Ste- 
fano, only Latino. 

The setting is a sportswear 
factory, the kind of place 
where there are lots of man¬ 
agement-worker conflicts. It’s 
The Pajama Game but in¬ 
stead of Doris Day, Rahm 
plays the lovelorn — well, 
horny — employee who spills 
some coffee on his boss’ shirt 
in a transparent (and misguid¬ 
ed) bid to win his affection. 

“Damned workers!” snarls 
Eddie Valens, who has a dis¬ 
comfiting triangular-shaped 
face as well as a fast temper, 
“You ought to be good for 
something.” 

Fortunately, Rahms has 
spent a lot of time in the em¬ 
ployee solarium and gym cen¬ 


tre, and he is more than eager 
to impress Eddie with the re¬ 
sults. Their negotiation starts 
slow — mutual blow jobs, wet- 
kissing — but by the end man¬ 
agement seems to have se¬ 
cured the upper hand. 

The result is what porn re¬ 
viewers traditionally call “a 
very hot scene.” Both actors 
are triumphant; if the Adult 
Video Association ever asks 
me to nominate Best Skinny 
Bottom Playing Convincing 
Vicious Top, Eddie’s on my 
list. 

As Eddie becomes more 
confident, assured and 
sweaty, Rahms becomes 
trashier. “Hurt me! Hurt me!” 
he cries, wiping the canteen 
floor with his writhing body. 
“You wanted it fuckin’ hard — 
now you’ve got it,” sneers Ed¬ 
die. 

Black Alley’s other snap¬ 
shots from routine office life 
involve black dispatch clerk 
Lee McMillan tending to ban¬ 
dana-wearing Joni Mitchell- 
lookalike Roger Kingsley’s 
muscle sprain. 

Lee suggests a remedial 
massage; pretty soon Roger’s 
begging him to decorate his 
face with garlands of gluey 
cum. As one of my real-life 
co-workers pointed out, if you 
enjoyed eating paste in 
kindergarten, you’ll love this 
scene. _ 

Meanwhile, ostensible star 
and boss-with-stress, huge Joe 


Simmons, explains that he’s 
under unusual pressure: he 
has a five o’clock deadline, 
not enough raw materials, 
and it’s 90 degrees in the 
shade. He might have added 
that his employees are all too 
busy plugging each other to 
do any work. 

Fortunately, puffy-faced, 
dilated-eye suckboy Mitch 
Green proposes some person¬ 
al assistance. Joe flinches at 
the idea. (This is one of those 
tapes in which every potential 
encounter is preceded by 
someone saying “But I’m 
straight.”) 

Mitch — who really does 
look like he could benefit 
from the company’s progres¬ 
sive 12 Step assistance pro¬ 


gram — explains, “A mouth is 
a mouth is a mouth.” 

“And a forward, drug-sod- 
den employee is a redundant 
one, too, young lady,” Joe 
might have replied if he 
wasn’t too busy fingering his 
cock in anticipation. 

Joe’s so converted by 
Mitch’s stress-reducing skills 
that, in the last scene, he 
plays butch bottom — using 
the same come-on line — to 
Latino Dustin Hoffman- 
doppleganger Roberto Arias. 

I can’t say whether Joe ac¬ 
tually made the five o’clock 
deadline because I was too 
busy preparing to try Mitch’s 
“mouth” routine on my own 
boss. It’s a little-known truth 
that B.A.R. pays really badly; 
freelancers like me are al¬ 
ways looking for ways to get 
a big raise. 

Eventually, I found a quiet 
moment in the office to ask 
our Arts Editor if he had any 
tension I could relieve. Since 
I am not writing this from the 
Riviera, you can guess the re¬ 
sult. My lawyer says I may 
get off the sexual harassment 
charge pretty easy, but it was 
threatening to blow Mr. Mar¬ 
cus as well that might lose us 
the case. 

My conclusion: Black Al¬ 
ley is hardly a breakthrough 
in racial representation; if you 
accept the standards of porn, 
it’s harmless enough — no bet¬ 
ter or worse than anything 
else. But as a how-to on office 
politics, give this one a miss.

T hen again, Black Alley 
is a radical document 
next to Falcon’s Big 
Bang, a day in the life 
of some native San Francis¬ 
cans and their funny-speaking 
friends from abroad. 

Beautiful Mark Baxter, 
still sore from his astounding 
feats in Private Workout, 
cools down with an enema ’til 
hairy-chested landlord Glenn 
Steers stops by for coffee. 

It says here that the enema 
scene is only available in the 
mail order version, which 
makes it seem like you’re 
buying the director’s cut of 
Close Encounters. Watching 
Mark hold five pints is a bit 
like experiencing the first 
meeting between man and 
alien life, so the comparison 
isn’t that far-fetched. Kids, 
don’t try this at home. 


Gazing out at the beautiful 
San Francisco skyline, Mark 
marvels at the size of one of 
Glen’s new house guests. 

“Is it as big as mine?” in¬ 
quires Glen, grasping his not 
insubstantial tuber. 

“I can’t recall,” lies Mark, 
“You’ve been rather stingy 
with it lately.” 

Like the libidinous A- 
grade bottom he is, Mark 
knows just how to provoke a 
grouchy dad. 

Meanwhile, C-grade Storm 
moves in on French house 
guest Luc Francois. Regular 
readers will know that Storm 
is one of those few bottoms 
who actually means it when 
he claims he’s “versatile.” 
This lad’s so randy he’d do 
anything you asked him, in¬ 
cluding be a top. 

Luc is polite and conversa¬ 
tional; he almost seems grate¬ 
ful for the attention. I figured 
he’s new to San Francisco 
and just felt lucky enough to 
see, close-up, one of the more 
famous attractions: Storm’s 
super-plucked eyebrows. 

Luc also gets to enjoy 
Storm’s endearing pick-up 
patter: “I heard you guys are 
pretty hot from Paris.” Never 
let it be said that today’s 
youngsters are uneducated in 
world affairs. 

Unusually, both boys take 
their time to undress, and just 
roll around for a while — 
things have come to a sorry 
state when keeping your 
trousers on for five minutes 
counts as extended foreplay 
in a porn film.

back then, did you expe¬ 
rience a lot of homopho¬ 
bia?

We got into his van and 
we’re on our way home when 
he said, “So Lance, you know 
I’m bisexual.”

M ake a resolution for 
the New Year. 

Come out to your 
family. 

I came out to my mother 
13 years ago. I called her on 
the phone, and said, “Mom, 
I’m very happy. I’ve met a 
wonderful woman and I’m in 
love.” She was quiet for a 
while, and then told me she 
would tell my father and let 
me know what they decided. 
A somewhat ominous re¬ 
sponse, but I was in love and 
I knew everything would be 
fine. 

A week later she called me 
back and said, “Your father 
and I have discussed this. 
Thanksgiving is next week. 
We don’t want you here. In 
fact, we don’t want you in our 
family. We’re moving — don’t 
try to find us.” 

I said, “You don’t have to 
move. I won’t try to find 
you.” 

And, no, this is not one of 
those heartwarming tales in 
which, after lots of suffering 
and growing, the daughter 
comes home to a letter from 
Mom that says, “Please for¬ 
give me. I love you. Come 
home and bring your lover. 
We’d love to meet her.” 

My mother died five years 
after that phone call, and I 
only found out that she was 
dead because the friend of a 
friend saw the obituary in the 
paper. In fact, I haven’t seen 
any member of my family, 
and I’m including aunts, 
cousins, siblings, the whole 
bit, since that great coming 
out morning. 

Living Honestly 

So why do I think, no, why 
do I know that you should 
come out to your family this 
year? Because as difficult as it 
has sometimes been to be 
without a biological family 
(and it is a little awkward to 
respond to “Where does your 
family live?” with “Beats 
me”), and as painful as it is to 
be, and to feel like, an or¬ 
phan, I can state categorically 
that it is better to live honest¬ 
ly without them than to live 
dishonestly with them. I can 
tell you with certainty that I

but all share a connectedness 
that is different from any oth¬ 
er relationship. In “Death of a 
Dillon Girl” by Barbara Self¬ 
ridge, the narrator observes 
her mother and her mother’s 
sisters as they try to maintain 
their shared sense of self even 
through the dying and death 
of one of them. Linda Ostre- 
icher’s “My Sister, My Eye” is 
an eerily unsettling story of a 
woman who wants a sister so 
badly she grows one within 
her own body. The new rela¬ 
tion is discovered when her 
sister’s eye becomes visible in 
her own forehead. 

The special sorrow of dis¬ 
tance between sisters is 
painfully articulated in Jean 
Roberta’s “Secrets of an Un- 
kosher Home” and alluded to, 
but with no less anguish, in 
“A Red Sweater” by Fae Ng. 
In each case, the sisters long 
for, indeed, expect a closeness 
somehow promised by soci¬ 
ety, and are unable to create 
that closeness when events in¬ 
terrupt them. 

Although the idea of the 
anthology is a fine one, I 
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Risk 

am freer, happier, and more 
content living the truth than I 
ever was living the lie. 

No matter what you imag¬ 
ine your parents will do, and 
I’ll admit I did not imagine 
being disowned when I con¬ 
sidered possible responses, it 
cannot be as harmful to you 
as lying to them about who 
you are. The plain fact is that 
by staying in the closet we 
somehow suggest that we are 
ashamed of who we are, and 
that straight people would 
rightfully shun us if they

knew what we were really 
about. 

And you know that’s not 
true. You know that you are a 
loving, caring, fabulous hu¬ 
man being, and you do not 
have to be afraid of telling 
the truth about yourself. Is 
the woman who gave birth to 
you important enough to 
know you, all of you, not just 
the parts you think are safe 
for her to hear? Is the man 
who fathered you worthy of 
the best part of you, the 
truth about your loving self? 
And is your own life worthy 
of the truth? Yes, yes, and 
again, yes. 

So do yourself a favor, 
yourself and all your gay 
brothers and lesbian sisters. 
Give yourself and the people 
you love the gift of your own 
life this year. Come out to 
your family. And have your¬ 
self a truly Happy New Year. 


found myself wishing for 
more consistency than the 
over-arching notion “sister” 
delivered. Perhaps this an¬ 
thology needed more than 
one criterion for selection or 
an editorial decision to choose 
on the basis of stylistic har¬ 
mony. Because of these jar¬ 
ring differences in style, I did 
find it difficult to read these 
stories in a single sitting. I 
found myself needing to put 
the volume down after each 
piece, to read or do some¬ 
thing else before I could re¬ 
turn to the collection. It may 
be that this anthology is de¬ 
signed to provide multiple 
small satisfactions rather than 
one big read. If that is the 
case, then Martinac has suc¬ 
ceeded. 

Voyages Out 1 and Sister, 
each present different short 
views of the world in which 
we live, or wish to. I felt after 
reading these books that I had 
learned a great deal, and had 
enjoyed myself while doing 
so. Not a bad reason to rec¬ 
ommend them, not a bad rea¬ 
son, at all. ▼

is lesbian erotica. It certainly 
is. A friend who reads one 
of the early scenes, an under¬ 
taking which occurs under a 
blanket in the first-class cabin 
of an airplane, has decided 
that first class is the only way 
she will travel with her lover 
from now on. And I have to 
agree. Imagine being able to 
experience multiple orgasms 
while earning frequent flier 
credit. 

Later congresses occur in 
the bathroom of a dyke bar 
(complete with audience) and, 
in a remarkably steamy sec¬ 
tion, in a brothel, where we 
learn the provocative power 
of language to seduce and in¬ 
flame. The descriptions are 
hot, and the scenes are rivet¬ 
ing. Indeed the only reason I 
could think of to put the book 


down was to find something 
better to do with my hands. 

Wading Through 

Unfortunately, it is neces¬ 
sary to wade through some 
pretty bad writing to get to 
them. There seems to be an 
expectation built into the 
genre of erotica that the read¬ 
er is only interested in the 
erotic portions, and that there 
is no need to worry about the 
quality of the connecting 
prose. I beg to differ. 

It seems to me that the 
best erotic prose ought to be 
a culmination of other, equal¬ 
ly fine writing. But the char¬ 
acters in this novel are not re¬ 
alized in an interesting way. 

And their non-erotic lan¬ 
guage is trite at best. Finally, 
the ending appears to be a 
sudden reversion to some sort 
of recovery from sexual ad¬ 
diction-one imagines that 
Geraldo would be interested. 
I wondered if this was an ef¬ 


fort at social redemption. If 
so, it is misplaced after the 
wanton abandon of the pre¬ 
ceding pages. 

I cannot recommend the 
entire book, but if you have a 
good friend who is willing to 
mark the erotic highlights for 
you, this might be a nice little 
something to curl around on a 
lonely evening. And I suspect 
it might be even more fun to 
read it aloud, perhaps with 
that good friend I mentioned 
earlier. And yes, I have a re¬ 
sume ready, if anyone has 
one of those jobs to offer.

mainstream cultural products. 
With the requirements of dra¬ 
ma — “set-up, confrontation, 
resolution” — removed, the 
documentarians (think of 
Word is Out, for example) 
were able to convey their sub¬ 
jects as feeling, thinking peo¬ 
ple rather than caricatures. 

KRON’s effort was equally 
simple — and effective. I espe¬ 
cially appreciated, in spite of 
the fact that they were not 
spontaneous, the expressions 
of love between a couple of 
the volunteers and their 
clients and the recollections 
of a third volunteer. 

The show once again testi¬ 
fied to the care this communi¬ 
ty has shown those stricken 
with AIDS, a point that can¬ 
not be reiterated enough con¬ 
sidering the inaccurate mes¬ 
sages about gays that circu¬ 
late in the media and in soci¬ 
ety at large. 

Getting in Touch 

As if all of the above, 
weren’t enough for one week, 

I was dial-flipping Saturday 
night (exciting life, Dan), and 
happened upon American 
Dreamer, on which Robert 
Ulrich, late of Spenser: For 
Hire, was trying to help his 
buddies to get more in touch 
with their feelings. He con¬ 
vinces them to come to his 
house for some man-to-man 
talk, but things are awkward 
from the start. The session 
quickly degenerates when for 
no apparent reason two of the 
guys wonder whether or not 
they’re gay. 

On the one hand the gay 
issue is something of a red 


herring. It’s merely a device — 
and a realistic one, given the 
way our society operates — to 
illustrate how confused the 
men are about their feelings. 
And the writers make pains

to have Ulrich “guide” the 
others away from homopho¬ 
bic reactions. 

But the episode raised the 
question for me of whether or 
not comedy — particularly as 
practiced on mainstream 
American television — that 
pokes fun at long-held stereo¬ 
types doesn’t in the end do 
more to reinforce than to 
break them. Did Archie 
Bunker teach Americans 
about racism, or was the char¬ 
acter so appealing that he ac¬ 
tually made racists comfort¬ 
able? 

I’m just asking a question 
here, not suggesting a letter¬ 
writing campaign, for I rather 
liked the episode on the bal¬ 
ance. It did leave me feeling a 
little queasy, though. 


The American Dreamer 
writers may have cleverly 
used comedy to poke fun at 
how men are taught to con¬ 
trol their feelings. I’m not 
sure, however, that having a 
laugh track follow a character 
saying, out of the blue, “I 
think I might be gay,” is send¬ 
ing a terribly positive mes¬ 
sage about homosexuality. 

The nervousness of two 
characters in the show about 
the topic is understandable. 
The laugh track is a prompt 
to the folks at home. Having 
the laugh track after that line 
subtly (intentionally or not) 
reinforces the notion that for 
someone to be gay is some¬ 
how a joke. 

I decided to quit while I 
was ahead and turned off the 
telly before Saturday Night 
Live came on, and thus end¬ 
ed a week on “Gaywatch.” I 
realized that although the “ho- 
mosexualization” of America 
was hardly at hand, the mere 
presence of that many gay 
men on network and local TV 
in prime time was an impor¬ 
tant though equivocal mile¬ 
stone. Can the women be far 
behind? ▼

In Hasegawa, men are not 
conquered by outside forces. 
The couplings of gods, spirits 
and animals so vividly depict¬ 
ed in this work depict a re¬ 
creation, a re-birth for its men 
that blossoms out expansively 
after orgasm. 

Deep Into Myth 

And where Tom’s work is 
largely black and white,

brightly optimistic or purify- 
ingly dark color. Last, the 
symbolism of Hasegawa’s 
work goes deep into the 
myths and legends of the non- 
Western world. While the ac¬ 
tual sexual activities drawn 
by Tom and Hasegawa may 
be similar, almost everything 
in Hasegawa leads to mythol¬ 
ogy. 

In the first works of this 
collection, Hasegawa clearly 
shows his links with tradition¬ 
al Japanese pornography — es¬ 
pecially in those which were 
first published in Japanese 
magazines that do not permit 
frontal nudity. These could be 
American physique studies 
from the ’50s or ’60s, were it 
not for the symbols and other¬ 
worldly animals that decorate 
the outskirts of the drawings, 
or the giant butterflies and 
animals which replace the 
subject’s head. 

In accordance with his tra¬ 
dition, Hasegawa covers these 
men with a fundoshi, several 
feet of cloth very much like a 
jockstrap. Japanese porno 
magazines have perfected the 
art of showing the cock 
through the fundoshi, and 
Hasegawa has mastered this 
technique of tease well. 

But these physique studies, 
however moody and decorat¬ 
ed with evocative symbols, 
give way to more expansive 
work, as Hasegawa exceeds 
the tradition of Japanese 
porno and becomes its future. 
The fundoshi slips off; in sev¬ 
eral paintings it floats 
through the air, a wisp of 
gauze, and then it disappears 
altogether. 

Uncensored Journeys 

The book then follows 
Hasegawa’s unhindered and 
uncensored journeys into the 
time and space of sexuality. 
He has an abandon that is fre¬ 
quently sensational and a cre¬ 
ativity that is wild and 
strange, sometimes shocking, 
and always rich in the 
metaphors of myth. Using im¬ 
agery from Japanese ceremo¬ 
ny, Balinese cult, and Indian 
and Thai ritual, Hasegawa 
explores his favorite themes 


of resurrection and the free¬ 
doms inherent in bondage. 

These explicit drawings 
take place in a timeless zone. 
Men swirl through the cos¬ 
mos, coupled with unworldly 
animals which claw at their 
bodies and eat at their open¬ 
ings. Men become locked in 
sexual penetration with 
sword-brandishing warriors 
while being penetrated from 
below by gaudy-colored 
demons, and anointed from 
above with every variety of 
body fluids from ecstatic 
gods. 

Swirling around are the 
masks and props of Eastern 
mythology and Japanese the¬ 
atre — most appropriate since 
the Kabuki has traditionally 
been a gathering place for 
gays and male prostitutes. 
The masks spout improbably 
long and firm noses, cocks in 
themselves, which become 
dildos and gags. Hasegawa’s 
penetrations are amazing. 
Clinically rendered, penetra¬ 
tion has rarely been so ful- 
somely depicted, so scary and 
satisfying. 

Hasegawa lifts us to outer 
space in these paintings, most 
memorably in a depiction of 
yin and yang in which an in¬ 
finity of young men are cou¬ 
pled in a 69 that spirals 
through the cosmos. Yet the 
actual location of these sex 
bouts is inner space, the place 
of Hasegawa’s dreams. 

This is a world rooted in 
mythology and transforma¬ 
tion. As it includes animal 
and spirit collaboration in the 
sex play of its robust men, so 
many of the humans depicted 
here are not far from animal¬ 
ity. Fed by the stimulating 
images of cultures exotic to 
our own, and at all times flirt¬ 
ing with the forbidden, 
Hasegawa’s imagination tum¬ 
bles ever deeper into itself, 
and vistas of sexuality open 
on every page. 

Hasegawa’s art, in which 
the gods of numerous cul¬ 
tures take on terrifying as 
well as sensual forms to rav¬ 
age and embolden, is a beau¬ 
tiful, unabashed celebration of 
desire and carnality. ▼
